At a special session therecf, begun and holden in pursuance of a 
joint resolution of both Houses, at the State House, in the City 
of Jackson, in the county of Hinds, on Monday. the first 
day of December, A. D., one thousand eight hun. 
dred and fifty-six, the eighty-first year of the 
Independence of the United States of 
America, and of the sovereignty of 
the State of Mississippi, the 
fortieth. 


Monpay, December Ist, 1856, 


Be IT REMEMBERED, That on this day, at the place above men- 
tioned, being the time and place designated by a joint resolution of 
both houses for assemblage of the Legislature of the State of Mis. 
sissippi. The members elect of the House of Representatives, 
convened at Representative Hall at 12 o'clock m., and were called 
to order by Edward Pickett, Jr., the clerk.

! Ofmotion of Mr. Matthews, the Governor's messáge was taken 
up and read: e 


To the Senate and Houst'of Representatives : 


: GENTLEMEN :— You have met in special sessión; upón your own 
adjournirent,: under a resolution to consider and adopt a new cece 
of liws for the State, and to act upon no other business until that 
subject shall be disposed of. I have supposed that this resoluticn 
will be adhered to, and that your action will first be directed. exe 
zlusively to this object. I have therefore not thought it proper, st 
the opening of your session, to submit to you a communications 
embracing ‘subjects of general legislation. The adoption of- the: 
code, will, of itself, dispense with the necessity of much legisla- 
tion,-both general and special, which might otherwise be required. 
. The Constitution, however, makes it the duty of the Executive, 
“from time to time to give to the Legislature, information of the 
state of the government; arid recommend to their consideration 
guch measures a$'ho may deem necessary and expedient.” And 
when the code shall be disposed of, and the field of general legis- 
lation open before ‘you, there aré some subjects of interest to the 
State, to which I wish respectfully to invite the attention of the 
Legislature. ‘These, will, in due time, be presented for your con- 
sideration. ; 

I have now only to make to you the painful announcement of 
the death of two of your number, since your last adjournment, —the 
Hon. Henry Allen, Senator from the counties of Yalabusha and 
Calhoun, and the Hon. Charles Hodges, of the House of Repre- 
sentetives, from the county of Itawamba. ‘These melancholy 
events remind us, that in the midst of life we are in death, and ad. 
monish us, that what our hands find to do here, we should do. 
quickly. ‘They are no longer of your counsels, and the unfinished 
business in which they were expected to take part with you at 
your present meeting, is committed in their stead to others, who 
now fill their places. ‘They were good men, and worthy repre. 

- sentatives. As their lives were well spent, so may they realize 
the reward reseived for them in the future. 
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Apart from these sad events, our Státe in general, has been 
blessed with unusual health. Providence has smiled upon our 
people, and prosperity has crowned their industry with abundance. 
I congratulate you, gentlemen, on your assembling at the Capital, 
at a period, and under circumstances, at the present, so auspicious 
to the interests of our State and country. May your labors, under 
the directing hand of the Ruler of men and nations, be fruitful of 
good to both. 

"There is a single subject, outside of the ordinary interests of the 
State, to which I wish at this time to ask your serious attention. 

Since your adjournment, the election for President and Vice-Pre- 
sident of the United States, for four years, from the 4th of March 
next, has taken place. The great event—in the practical opera- 
tions of our Government, upon which the rulers of despotism in 
the old world look with astonishment at beholding the people, quiet- 
ly and peaceably, through the ballot box, determining upon their 
rulers, and in each four years, committing the destiny of the coun- 
try to new hanas, in accordance with the sentiment of the masses, 
to promote its greatest prosperity, and their greatest good. ‘The 
great event, upon which we have been accustomed to congratulate. 
ourselves, as àn evidence of the high capability of the people, 
guided by a discriminating intelligence and enlightened patriotism, 
for self-government, under a system most wisely adapted to the cons 
tentment and happiness of all, with the fewest restraints upon per- 
sonal liberty. ‘These elections have heretofore, turned upon 
questions relating to the foreign and domestic policy of the Gov- 
ernment, involving simply our prosperity and tranquility-at home, 
and the honor and interests and reputation of the country abroad.. 
In the recent election, the extraordinary fact has occurred, for the 
first time in the history of the Government, that one section of the; 
country has arrayed itself in hostility to the other on a single ques- 
tion, growing out of the difference in their social institutions. — . 

Strange as it may seem, while we cherish no unkind feeling 
towards our brethren of the nen-slaveholding States—while-we 
give ourselves no trouble about what they are doing at home in; 
reference to their business or their interests—while we rejoice at 
their prosperity, and feel.a sympathy with them in all that elevates: 
and makes them happy, as a part of the brotherhocd-of our com- 
mon country—it is a remarkable fact that they cherish towards us. 
a bitter animosity, on. account of our social institutions, and turn. 
ing aside from the contemplation of their own social system, and 
the amelioration and elevation of their own condition under it, they 
busy themselves in opposing and interfering with ours, and creating 
discord, where harmony should alone prevail. ‘This sentiment, as. 
a hostile one, may be said to have first developed itself by a positive 
unfriendly act in the adoption of the Missouri Compromise in 1820. 
From that day to this, it has been increasing, and as that was the 
first limitation of the equal rights of the slaveholding States in the. 
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Union, no-other opportunity has presented itself since, in which the 
nonslaveholding States have not endeavored to enforce-upon them 
still further limitations, through the action of the Federal Govern. 
ment. The origin and cause of this sentiment, is not well under- 
stood by the people of the slaveholding States, and therefore they 
do not fully appreciate its danger. Many suppose that the excite- ` 
ment of the people of the nonslaveholding States on the slavery 
question, grows out of occasional acts of Congress involving le- 
gislation on this subject. In this they are mistaken. "These may 
be pretexts, but they are not the cause. Apart from the fugitive 
slave law, founded upon a constitutional provision, no act of Con- 
gress has ever been passed to advance the interests of slavery, or 
to increase or extend its dominion. This sentiment grows out of 
the difference in our social systems, and has its origin in more deep 
seated causes. "l'hey are: 

First, the delusion, settled into conviction, upon the- minds of 
large masses of the people of the. non-slaveholding States, that 
slavery, as it exists with us, is a social and moral and political evil, 
and a sin. against God. "This they are taught in their schools, 
through the pulpit, and through the press. And this arrays against 
us the religious sentiment, united with the spirit of fanaticism, de- 
veloped by a false application of what they suppose to be the. true 
principles of christianity, to a social system not understood by them. 

Secondly, a feeling of jealousy and envy, originating with them 
in a supposed superiority, which the relation of master and slave 
gives to the slave owner, which, encouraged, leads to prejudice, and 
cultivated, rankles into hate. : 

Thirdly, the desire for political power in the control of the Gov- 
ernment, to subserve the purposes of interest and ambition. 

No more powerful combinations of sentiment can be arrayed: 
against us than these. And these are all stimulated by.the further 
great mistaken sentiment, that social and political equality belong 
alike to the white and black race. 

In the recent Presidential election, this combined sentiment of 
the nonslaveholding States was arrayed in support of a sectional 
candidate, Mr. Fremont, upon a sectional platform, against the 
slaveholding States, on the single question of slavery. 

There were two other candidates before the people, Mr. Fillmore, 
styled the American candidate, upon a platform ignoring the sla- 
very question, and Mr. Buchanan, the candidate of the Democratic 
party, upon a platform embracing the slavery question as a national 
ene, involving the constitutional rights of the slaveholding States, 

The contest was between Mr. Buchanan and Mr. Fremont, the 
national and sectional candidates ; and though Mr. Buchanan suc- 
ceeded, the result, shows a powerful sentiment in the nonslave- 
holding against the slaveholding States, alarming to every true 
patriot,—fearful and dangerous to our institutions, and threatening 
the safety and perpetuity ef the Government. 
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The power of this sentiment is manifested in the fact, that Mes 
Fremont, the-sectional candidate, was without reputation as a states. 
man—without qualification to administer the Government, and. 
without fitress for the Presidency. Mr. Fillmore was the most- 
eminent of the party to which he belonged, had been elected Vice. 
President by the people, and was President of the United States, 
by the death of the President elect. He was worthy and qualified, 
in point of reputation and ability, to fill the place, and yet he was 
superseded entirely in the vote of the non-slaveholding States by 
Mr. Fremont. : 

The power of this sentiment is still further manifested in the 
fact, that though Mr. Buchanan is perhaps the most eminent of all 
living statesmen in the United States—eminently fit and qualified 
for the Presidency, and the candidate of the most powerful and well 
organized party in the Government, maintaining itself upon broad 
national principles, just to every section of the Union, yet he was 
superseded by Mr. Fremont in all the non-slaveholding States except 
Pennsylvania, New Jersy, Indiana and Llinois ;* and if it be true, 
as Mr. Fillmore’s friends claim for him, that by his being a candi- 
date he saved the Government from the control of the sectional 
party into whose hands it would have fallen by the election of M r. 
Fremont,'thereby acknowledging that without his being a candi- 
date, his supportersin the non-slaveholding States would have EUS- 
tained Mr. Fremont, it shows this sentiment already eufficiently 
powerful to take the control of the Government, on the purely 
sectional issue between the slaveholding and non-slaveholding, 
States. . . 

While we have reason, therefore, to congratulate ourselves for 
the present, upon the success of the national candidate, and the 
safety of the Government for the next four years, we cannot but 
look with apprehension to the future, and to the dangers which 
speedily threaten us from this powerful sentiment, and this fearful 
sectional organization. It must be plain to every mind, that un- 
. lessthe slavery agitation shall be allayed under Mr. Buchanan's 
administration, or unless some new questions shall arise grow- 
ing out of the fureign or domestic policy of the country, which 
shall be the controlling ones in the next Presidential election, and 
produce new organizations of parties in the non-slaveholding States, 
that the crisis will them come upon us, and the sectional party take 
the control of the Government. 

In this condition of things, two questions present themselves for 
the consideration of the people of the slaveholding States. 

First, what are the objects of this sectional organization when 
ence in power. ‘These are to be gathered from the positions laid 
down, and the sentiments expressed in their publie meetings— 
through their public addresses—through the pulpit and the press, 
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* California not heard from. 
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and through the Legislatures of the States where this: party has the 
control." From a careful consideration of all these, their objects. 

are, . : 

First, the immediate prohibition of the extension of slavery 
into úny-territory of the United States; thereby limiting it, to- 
its present’ area, and denying tothe slaveholding States their equal: 
ity of right in the common territory, which is the common property: 
of all the States. 

_ Second, the immediate abolition of slavery in the District of 
Columbia, and in all places subject to the jurisdiction of Congress}? 
and proximately, the ultimate abolition of slavery in the States, go 
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as to destroy it as property. ; 
Third, to place the black race in a condition of social and-politi- 
cal equality with the white. . 


However widely they mày be mistaken in the attainment of 
these objects, yet these are ultimately their avowed aims. When: 
this party gets the control of the Government, the rights of the 
slaveholding States will be destroyed, their feelings will revolt a£: 
its jurisdiction, and they will not be willing to live under it. 

` The second question is, what will the people of the slaveholding: 
States do, to arrest, if possible, this sentiment in the non.slavehold-: 
ing States, and to prevent this sectional party from getting the con- ' 
trol of the Government. l -- 

In the adjustment of the questions growing out of the acquisi- 
tion of territory from Mexico, and involving the rights of the South. 
on the subject of slavery, under what were termed the *Measures 
of Compromise” in 1850, Mississippi, in her sovereignty, took her 
position in these terms: 

She declared, in reference to these “Measures,” and in connec- 
tion with them the rejection by Congress of the proposition to ex- 
clude slavery from the territories, and to abolish it in the District of 
Columbia,—that while she did not entirely approve, she would: 
abide by them as a permanent adjustment of a sectional controver- 
sy—that she held the Union secondary to the rights and principles 
it was designed to perpetuate, and that violations of her rights 
might occur, which would amount to intolerable oppression, and- 
justify a resort to measures of resistance, amongst which she enu- 
merated ‘the following : 

lst. The interferonce by Congressional Legislation with the 
Institution of Slavery in the States. 

2d. Interference with the trade in slaves between the States. 

dd. Any action of Congress on the subject of Slavery in the 
District of Columbia or in places subject to the jurisdiction of 
Congress, incompatible with the safety and domestic tranquility, of 
the rights and honor of the slaveholding States. 

4th. The refusal by Congress to admit a new State into the” 
Union on the ground of her tolerating slavery within her limits. 

5th. The passage of any law by Congress prohibiting slavery in 
any of the territories. 
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6th. The repeal of the Fugitive Slave Law, and the neglect or 
refusal by the General Government, to enforce the Constitutional 
provisions for the reclamation of Fugitive Slaves. 

In this position the people of the State are united, and as 1 had 
the honor to recommend to the Legislature, in my annual message 
at the opening of your last session, so do I now recommend to 
you, to send to the Governors of the non-slaveholding States, to be 
laid before their Legislatures, and through them before their peo- 
ple, “resolutions unanimously re-affirming the position of Mississip- 
pi, with a calm, temperate and dignified exposition of our rights, 
and our determination to maintain them, at all hazards. If, then, 
our Northera sisters, shall make the issue of the Union with us 
upon the Constitution, the responsibility will be with them, and the 
right with us, whatever may be the result.” 

Georgia has taken very much the same position with Mississippi, 
and I recommend also tothe Legislature, to invite the other slave- 
holding States to meet in Convention respectively, and if approving 
the position of Mississippi and Georgia, to take with them the 
same position, or with such modifications of itas they shall respec- 
tively approve, that in view of the dangers which threaten their 
institutions, and the overthrow of the Government, they may. uni- 
tedly stand upon a well defined and unmistakeable position, to re- 
sist the aggressions of this sectional organization, and maintain 
their constitutional rights, and preserve the Unicn of the States.— 
By these means the united sentiment and influence of the whole 
people of the slaveholding States, will be brought to bear upon the 
conservative sentiment of the non-slaveholding States, and the re- 
flecting, and just, and good inen there, will join us in this.noble ef. 
fort to savethe Government. ‘The South united, with these to aid 
us there, by whom we should ever stand, a sound political organi- 
zation, in the majority, and true to the constitutional principles of 
the Government, may still be maintained as in the recent election,. 
and all fear of the danger to our institutions, and of the safety of 
the Government be removed. But if in this we shall be disappoin. 
ted, and this sectional organization shall succeed against us, then 
together, will the slaveholding States be united, to maintain their 
rights under a separate organization, which are denied to them in 
this, and which are usurped under the existing confederation. 

Nor will this sentiment be considered one of disunion. In de- 
termining our position under these circumstances, there should be 
ne mistaken opinion about the Union. Its true character and ob. 
jects should be well understood. When I had the honor, fora 
Short time, to be in the Senate of the United States, in vindicating: 
what I considered to be the true constitutional principles of the 
Government and the position of those who in my judgment truly 
maintained them, I had occasion to speak of the Union in these 
words : 

“ The Union. as I understand it, is the Government of the Uni.

ted States as it exists under the Constitution. It is the Govern- 
ment as it was formed by our fathers in the written compact of the 
Constitution. This is the Union to establish which the battles of 
the Revolution were fought—the Union which Washington cher- 
ished, and which Jefferson and Madison, and all the Apostles of 
republican Liberty since, have striven to maintain. This is-the 
Union which I have been taught to love and reverence, and in 
which I have learned from the teachings of these illustrious patri- 
ots and sages, were garnered the hopes of all..free constitutional 
governments. To this Union; as I have at all times been, E äm 
willing, as is the party in Mississippi whose sentiments I represerit, 
now and forever, to “ pledge my life, my fortune, and my sacred 
honor." And, sir, I will say, that all that has been written by 
Washington in his Farewell Address,—all that has been written 
or spoken by him, at any time, before-or since,—all that has been 
written by Jefferson, Madison, Jackson, and by all the other great 
men of the country, encouraging devotion to the Union, appliés 
only to the Union as it exists under the written guarantees of the 
Constitution. I respect all they have said upon this subject, as 
highly as any other American citizen can do, however brightly 
may glow the flame of patriotism-in his hosom. 1 yield to none in 
my devotion to this Union. And all the sentiments which have 
been expréssed in favor of its preservation by the great sages and 
patriots to whom I have referred, apply as truly to my position, and 
in my judgment far more so, than to the position of those who sifig 
their Io Pxans to a union of compromises, which if they do not 
certainly violate, at least jeopard the Constitution. Sir, in the 
American Pantheon which I have read, there is no separate God 
to the Union. In the great temple of American liberty which F 
have visited, in which American freemen make their worship to 
the divinity of their country, there is no separate statue to the Un- 
ion; but, in its midst and around its great altar stand the several 
statues of the several, sovereign, independent States, as they came 
one by one, to build up the great compact of the Union, aud in 
their midst. stands the great statue- of the Constitution, having in- 
scribed upon its heart, in letters more brilliant than gold, and 
radiant with the pure light of heaven, the words “ Tne Union.” 
Let no one, then, say the Union is in danger, while the Constitu. 
tion is safe, because you cannot touch the one, until you have 
touched the heart of the other, upon which the life of both depends. 

Mr. President, we have a Government which we all love, and 
of which we are proud—a Government under which we have pros- 
pered for more than sixty years, in a degree heretofore unknown in 
the history of mankind. ‘ This Government is founded on a Un. 
ion of the States. And that Union is established, defined, and 
sanctioned by the Constitution of the United States.” My hopes 
for its preservation are in a strict construction of that Constitution 
in all the legislation of Congress—in confining the action of the 
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Government in all its departments, strictly within the limitations 
of the instrument in which the Government itself finds the origin 
and limit of its powers. My fears for its overthrow are, in the 
usurpation of power by the Federal Government, not warranted hy 
the Constitution, which, the Father of his Country, in his F arewell 
« Address, cautioning us against these usurpations, says, “is lhe cus- 
tomary weapon by which free Governments are destroyed. Pos 

. I have had no reason since to change my views on this subject. 
Those who have their fears eoncentrated in the single danger of-a 
dissolution of the Union, seemto have overlooked the fact, that the 
Union may be destroyed as well by the consolidation as by the sep- 
aration of the States. When these alternatives are presented, I 
shall have no difficulty in choosing between them. 

The Union is not the mere hanging together of the States at 
the will of the majority, nor their adhesion by the coercive power 
of force. Itis the Union of the States có.equal under the consti- 
tution. Without the Constitution, nothing. And the usurpation 
of authority not delegated, is as fata] to the Constitution as the op- 

. posing force which resists its execution. A rigid adherence to 
State rights, and a strict construction ef the Constitution, will per- 
petuate the Government forever. Every departure from these will 
endanger its safety. May it long be preserved as a monument of 
the wisdom of its founders, and a blessing to gene:alions yet to 
come. ‘To form a more perfect Union, to establish Justice, to in- 
sure domestic tranquility, to provide for the couimon defence, pree 
mote the general welfare, and secure the blessings of liberty to 
themselves and their posterity,” our Fathers ordained and estat- 
lished the Constitution of the United States. May the God of our 
Fathers who gave them wisdom to perform this great work, pre- 
serve it for these purposes forever.

To the Board of Inspectors : 


GENTLEMEN: In obedience to law, it becomes my duty as Su- 
perintendent of this Institution, to submit to you, in writing, a 
report of the present condition and transactions for the past year, 

of the Penitentiary. 

Having so recently taken charge of the Institution, it cannot be 
expected of me to make many suggestions originating with myself. 
I will, therefore, mainly éonfine myself to such as have been made 
by my predecessors. 

_ I would respectfully direct your attention to the condition of the 
"front building —which demands immediate attention. Iam appre- 
hensive that it will soo fall if it is not speedily and thoroughly re- 
paired. The front and rear walls have both settled off from the 
building, which have caused the side walls to crack. I am of 
opinion that if they were torn down to the ground, and rebuilt 
with good hard brick, and anchors of sufficient strength worked 
‘into the walls, the building could yet be saved from destruction. 
"Since I have had charge of the Institution, I find it impossible 
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to supply the demand for cotton yarns. I think it would be of 
great advantage to increase the machinery so as to enable us to 
produce more yarns for sale. "The yarn is now worth from 20 to 
22 cents per pound. When it is woven into Lowels, it is worth, 
per pound, but little more than it is when it leaves the spindles. 
Lowels, 7-8 wide, should weigh eight ounces per yard. It is worth 
in this market, 104 cents per yard. Thus you will readil y per- 
ceive that the labor it requires to prepare the yarn for the loom (in- 
cluding the weaving) is a loss to the State. 

I would further recommend the propriety of purchasing four 
or five new looms, of sufficient weight to weave heavy Jeans. I 
have made some experiments in weaving Jeans, and find that the 
looms are not of sufficient strength to produce an article that weuld 
meet with ready sale. 

If the looms should be purchased, some of the hands could be 
employed in manufacturing Jeans instead of Lowels; and by so 
employing them, could further increase the amount of cotton yarn 
for sale. 

If the additional machinery should be purchased, it would be 
necessary to extend the cotton mill twenty-five feet at the east end. 
I feel confident, if the mill was extended and the machinery pur- 
chased, we could produce much more, with comparatively little ad- 
ditional expense. It would not, necessarily, increase the number 
of persons employed, by the State, to overlook the business of the 
Institution. It is important that the factory should be extended, in 
order,to give employment to the increased number of hands. I find 
it difficult, at present, to employ them profitably, for the want of 
machiner y. 

It is the policy of the State not to.employ them in such a way 
as to interfere with the mechanical acts of the citizen laborer— 
consequently, the necessity arises for an appropriation of a suffi- 
cient amonot for such an extension. 

The last Legislature authorized the Superintendent to purchase 
and put up pipes in each room of the cotton factory, for the purpose 
of warming it. My predecessor ordered them from Cincinnati 
several months since. A few weeks ago I received information, 
from the manufacturer, that they were ready for shipment. In con. 
sequence of the low water in the Ohio river, they have not yet ar- 
rived. However, I expect them in a few days; and so soon as they 
arrive, I will have them put up. They are much needed. 

Much interest is manifested by the community, ia the progress 
of the Artesian Well. We lave reached the depth of three hun- 
dred and thirty feet. In our progress, we have found several streams 
of water, but none of sufficient strength to flow out at the top of 
the tube. The-water is now about two hundred feet deep. For 
the last two hundred feet we have passed through a bed of quick. 
sand, which necessarily made our progress slow and difficult. We 
have now reached a strata of hard sand-stone. If this sheuld 
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prove-of considerablé dépth, we can dispense with tubing—which .. 
will considerably lessen the cost and increase the progress of the 
work. { hopo, andbelieve that-we will yet demonstrate the fact 
that an Artesian Well is practicable, stthis locality—a demonstration 
much tobe desired... - .., © a 

Since [have had charge. of the Institution, but&few acts of in. 
subordination have occurred among the prisoners. I shall always . 
endeavor to control them, as much as possible, without resorting to 
punishment. It is my endeavor to make them feel that I am their 
friend, and that E will, at all times, when consistent with my duty, 
use my influencë in their behalf. ^. . . T ud 

Jn consequence of the difficulty of procuring gold and silver, (it ,. 
being worth a premium in this market,) I have not, as yet, paid into 
the Treasury the amount of cash on hand. I shall be compelled 
to purchase, during the present month, a considerable quantity of 
cotton, which 1 can pay for in currency; and at the expiration of 
the present month, Eshallpay into. the Treasury of the State, the- - 
balance in my hands. ` ' 

On the 4th of October, one of the prisoners made his escape, 
but was retaken in a few hours. . - 

- There has been no death since I have filled my present posi.- 
tion.

To the report of the Surgeon and Physician, I refer you for infor- 
mation, as to the health of the prison, for tlre past year. à

I cannot close this report without giving my willing testimony to 
the fidelity with which the officers of the institution have discharged 
their respective duties. 

In conclusion, E most respectfully invite your presence at the 
prison, as ofien as it may suit your convenience; and would thank- 
fully receive from you any suggestion having for. its object the in- 
terest of the institution. ;

Sig: In making this, the annual.report of. the Board of Inspec- 
tors of the Mississippi Penitentiary, it affords. üs pleasure to state - 
that the institution is in its usual state of prosperity, "There was, 
on the 30th November last, ninety-five convicts ia the prison—ma- 
king an increase of thirteen since our last report, By reference, 
tothe table on the subject, you will see the number whose time 
have expired, pardoned, &c. For the health and moral condition 
of the convicts, we respectfully refer you to the reports of the Chap- 
lain and Physician. 

The police of the prison is well conducted. ‘The firm, but mild 
system pursued by Mr. Hardin, the Superintendent, rendérs his au- 
thority at once agreeable, and causes it to be obeyed with alac. 
rity. á 
During the last fiscal year, the prison portion of the Penitentia- 
ry building has been newly covered withtin. The house built for 
the use of the Superintendent,! on the Penitentiary grounds, which 
was in a breaking condition and rapidly giving way, has also been 
repaired in a neat and substantial manner—the two causing.an 
outlay of some twelve hundred dollars. ‘This, with the. additional 
cost of carrying on the Artesian Well, curtails considerably the 
amount of cash on hand—which, however, by reference to Docu- 
ment A., you will see is $13,674 35—less $623 14; the amount 
of two protested drafts taken as cash ; one of whicb, making. some- 
thing over half the amount, will probably . never be realized. No 
precaution, however, can prevent the possible occurrence of such. 
cases, while the business of the Penitentiary is done, in part, by 
agents at a distance. And while it is believed that frequent chan- 
ges insany business whatever, isoften attended with results not the 
most desirable, still it is the deliberate opinion of the Board that 
the present policy of selling goods and esfablishing agencies, by the 
Superintesdent, should be abplished, and an agency established 
within the limits of Jackson, the agent being required to:give.bond, 
to be approved by the Governor and Board of Inspectors, in a sum 
sufficient to cover any probable amount of means that might come 
into his hands. o 

It should be thé duty of the said agent to sell all goods at prices 
regulated by the Inspectors—make monthly settlements with the 
Board of Inspecters—and the balance, after ; aying the drafis of the 
Superintendent for current morthly expenses, -pay into the State 
Treasury. 
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This policy would not only act.as-qn. effectual. check on the offi- 


cers of the Ínstitution, but would enable the Superintendent to give - 
his entire attention to the internal. affairs of the prison—a matter of ` 
vast iraportance, when it is considered, that there are. several hun- 
dred thousand dollars worth of property; and more than one hun- 
dred individuals constantly to be looked after, ` 
- Rig believed that an agent engaged in thé every day: affairs of 

commercial transactions, could dispose of the goods to greater ad- 
vantage than can be done under the present system; while'the un- - 
divided attention of the Superintendent would greatly facilitate their ~ 
production, ` [n 

We most respectfully invite your attention to the varidus and im--- 
portant suggestions made.by tlie Superintendent, in his report, We- 
have not yet erected a hospital within the walls of the prison; 
hoping that the Legislature would, during its present session, make . 
an,appropriation for the repairs of the front building, with which 
it might be found most practicable to connect the hospital building. 

Advised, as we are, that Professor Harper, State Geologist, has 


, examined, and inténds making a report to the Legislature, upon 


the subject of the Artesian well, we deem it unnecessary to add 


" anything to what has already been said'by the Superintendent in 


his report upon this all important project. 

We exceedingly regret that the Legislature, at its last winter's 
session, should have thought it proper to reduce the salaries of 
Clerk and Physician of the Penitentiary. It is believed that at 
the time when those salaries were ‘fixed at that point from which 
they have been reduced, the price of living and labor were little 
more than Half the present rates. If this assumption be anything 
like correct, the present compensation of Clerk and Physician is 
greatly inadequate to the duties they are required to perform. 

It affords us pleasure to testify to the fidelity and industry of the 
several officers of the Institution. — ' o 

The condition of the prisoners has been rendered as good as 
possible by the excellent management of the Superintendent; and 
their conduct, generally, has been such as to warrant our ap- 

rova

Since my appvintment, there have been regular services, with 
few exceptions, and that too not only by the Chaplain, but by min- 
isters of other religious denominations.

; PHYSICIAN'S REPORT. 


‘Jackson, Miss., Dec. 8, 1858. 


GENTLEMEN : In compliance with your request, I submit the fol- 

lowing report : 

` I deem it unnecessary to go into the minutiz, and number of ca- 
ses occurring since my appointment, as the information would not 
be worth the space it would occupy. But I will state, that when I 
received the appointment, I found a large number of chronic cases ; 
some of which proved most stubborn and almost incurable. Last 
April and May, there were a great many cases of inter- 
mittent fever, intermittent neuralgia and dysentery. Since that time 
there has not been any considerable amount of sickness. 

I would suggest that you recommend, in your report, the building 
of a small airy hospital. With this addition to the buildings, I think, 
the State would save money, by the more rapid recovery of the 
sick, as it is impossible for any one who is much sick to do well in 
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his cell. As it is now, in-severe forms of disease, the patients are 
removed to the frent building, with a risk of escape, during the 
convalescing period, One such case has already occurred. E 
hope you will perceive the necessity for such an improvement. - 

With the general management, as to diet, &c., of Mr. Hardin, 
the present Superintendent, I am happy to state that the health of 
the Institution is much improved; and with a continuance of such 
management, he ought to be thanked by the State and he who is 
imprisoned.

LIBRARY OF MISSISSÍPPI 


AxTICLR 1. . The ` ‘Library ‘shall be opened every. day "during 
the session of the Legislature, Sundays excepted, from nine o lock 
in the morning till three o'clock in the afternoon. “. 

Art. 2. In the recess of the Legislature, it shall be open three 
days in the week, Monday, Wednesday and Friday, from nine 
o'clock in the morning to three o'clock in the afternoon, and on no 
other day. But during‘ the session of the High Court of Errors 
and Appeals, the Court of Chancery, and the Circuit Court’ of the 
United States, the judges of those Courts shall have access to the 
Library every day in the week, Sundays excepted, from nine o'clock 
in the morning till five o "lock in the afternoon, subject, however, 
to the rules and regulations herein prescribed. 

* Amr. 3. Itshall be the duty of the Librarian; to.make a con- 
venient classification and arrangement of the books in the Library, 
and such as may-be added from time to time ; ; to have the books 
labelled or designated in such a nianner.as he may prefer, and to 
preserve due lists and catalogues of the same. „He shall also keep 
due account and register of all issues and returns of books, as the. 
sane may be made. , 

Agr. 4. Books issued by the Librarian, pursuant to law, or the 
regulations of the Library, shall be returned as follows : 

A folio, within three weeks. 

uA quarto, within two weeks. 

An Octavo, or duodecimo, within one wenn 


And no person shall receive more than one folio, one quarto, a

two octavos or duodecimos, within the terms aforesaid, unless so 
connected as to be otherwise useless; except that when any of the 
Judges may find it necessary to examine. and refer to any gréater 
number of law books, he or they shall have a right, if he desires, 
to take out the law books so deemed necessary by him or them, 
subject to the rules hereby established. 

Art. 5. For all books issued to any person, a receipt or note 
shall be given, payable to the Trustees of the Mississippi State Li- 
brary, and their &uccéssórs jr office, for double the value-thereof, 
if in one volume only; but if it be one of a set, then double the value 
of the set to which it may belong, as nearly as the Librarian can 
ascertain the same, conditioned to return the book undefaced, with- 
in the time above mentioned, or to forfeit the amount of such note : 
at the expiration of which time, unless application has been made 
by another person for the same book, and the Librarian requested 
to make:a memorandum thereof, the said Libraridn,üpón tlie book 


being produced to him, may renew ‘the issüe for the saine, for the 


time and upon the conditions aforesaid ; Provided, that every re. 
ceipt or note shall contain a further ferfeiture or penalty, for every 
day's detention of a book beyond the specified time ; that isto say : 

For a folio, one dollar per day. 

For a quarto, fifty cents per day. 

For an octavo or duodecimo, twenty-five cents per day. 

Which forfeiture or penalty may, for good cause, be remitted by 
the Executive, in whole or in part, as the case may require. 

Art. 6.º “When any person entitled to the use of the Library, 
shall prefer to, take a book for the limited time without removing it 
from the Library, he shall be allowed to do so, and preserve his 
priority for the use of such book, for the time limited, in like man- 
ner asif he had withdrawn the book from the Library; and the 
Librarian shall keep due account and entry of all such cases. + 

ArT. 7. No book shall be taken from the Library for the pur- 
pose of being loaned to persons who are not entitled, as members 
or functionaries of the Government, to their use. — a 

Art. 8. Books returned shall be delivered to the Librarian, to 
be examined whether damaged or not. . l P 

Arr. 9. If a book be returned damaged, the party returning it 
shall not be-entitled to receive another, until the damage for the 
first be satisfied ; nor shall any person who has incurred any fine 
or forfeiture, be entitled to receive a book from the Library, until 
such fine or forfeiture be satisfied, 

Art. 10. No book shall be issued within eight days ofthe termi. 
nation of any session of the Legislature, to any member thereof: 

Art. 11. All books issued to the members of the Legislature, 
shall be returned five days before the close of the session; whether 
the time allowed for the use thereof be expired or not. i 

Art. 12. No person shall be allowed to take down from the

the Librarian,) or ih any manner to derange.or misplace any of.the

maps, plans of buildings, or other designs in manuscript; volumes 
of plates or engravings ; books accompanying charts, plates, or en- 
gravings ; tables of chronology ; volumes.of newspapers, and other 
periodical, political publications ; encyclopoeciias, or. dictionaries :of 
the arts , all geographical works, gazettes and dictionaries.of lan- 
guage. Of the above, none shall be taken from the Library by.any 
person, without special requisition, in writing, from the Speaker of 
either House of the Legislature, when the same may be required 
for the immediate use of the House. 

Art. 15. It shall be the duty of. the Librarian, six days before 
the termination of any session of the Legislature, to presentto any 
member thereof, a list of the books which he has received from the 
Library, and not returned. 

AnT. 16. 'The Librarian shall, four days before the termination 
of any session ofthe Legislature, furnish the Speaker of the House 
of Representatives, and the President of the Senate, with a list of 
the names of such of the members thereof as shall not have re. 
turned the books received from the Library, together with a descrip- 
tion and value of such books, and also of the value of the set to 
which they may belong, and the amount of fines with which they 
may stand charged. 

Arr. 17. The Librarian shall collect all fines and forfeitures ać- 
cruing upon notes given for books taken from the Library, for 
which he shall account with the Trustees of the Library, from time 
to time, as may be required.

Arr. 20. The Librarian shall enter into bond with two securi- 
ties, in the penalty of two thousand dollars, conditioned that he will 
faithfully. discharge the duties of his appointment according to law, 
and the rules and regulations which may, from time to time, be pre- 
scribed by the Board of 'T'rustees for said Library, and that he will 
deliver over to his successor; all books, maps, charts, papers, man-

To His Excellency, John J. McRae, Governor of the State of - 
Mississippi : z : 

The undersigned, Trustees of the Mississippi Institute for the 
Deaf and Dumb, beg leave to.submit the following report : , 

Since the appointment of the present Board of Trustees, in 
March last, the school has been closed for abouttwo months and 
a half, in consequence of not being able to procure a teacher. 
On the first of June, the Trustees employed, as. teacher, Mr. 
Bliss, a deaf mute, who remained in the Institute about two 
months. In July last, the Board obtained the services of the 
present Principal, the Rev. A. Pomroy, and Mrs. Pomroy as 
Matron, of the school; and we are happy to state, that through the 
untiring industry and skill of the Principal, and the care and 
attention of the Matron, this Institute is in as prosperous a condi- 
tion as our small means will aliow. 7 

In both the Intellectual and Domestic departments of the Insti. * 
tute, we have always found everything as could be most desired, ' 
Improvement, progress, order and cheeriulness are visible through. 
out the whole establishment. : T 

Lately, the Board engaged Mr. E. N. Bowes, a deaf mute, anë 
a pupil for nine years of both the Institutions of Ohio and Indiana 
as an Assistant Teacher in the school. Thus far we have been i 
much pleased with him, and have no doubt we shall continue to 
be so, as he is both well educated and intelligent. 

We are much gratified to be able to state, that during the past 
year, the health of our pupils has been almost uninterrupted, and 
no medical attendance has been required. 

How much longer this Institute will continue to exist, must 
altogether depend upon the action of the present Legislature, with 
the funds now on hand, as you will observe from the annexed 
report, (A.) of our Treasurer to the Board. We ‘can continue 
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only, even with the greatest economy,’ about one month longer ; 
and unless the Legislature shall make the , necessary provisions 
for its continuance, the school must be closed: + 

* We beg leave to call the attention df your Excellency to the 
estimate of necessary expenses for the year 1857, (B.) and would 
respectfully suggest the propriety of the Legislature making an 
appropriation of-an amount more than sufficient to cover the 
amount ef the estimate above referred to, as the Treasurer in 
making said estimate has been guided by a certain number of 
pupils, “(twenty- -five,) which may be doubled in the present year— 
said appropriation to be placed to the credit of the Institute, to‘ be 
drawn by the Board of Trustees, under the supervision of the 
Governor, at such times as the same may be needed for the actual 
expenses of the Institution. 

We respectfully suggest that your E xcilliency recommend to the 
Legislature the propriety of such other and further measures as 
will enable us, not only to carry out the noble end which was had 
in view when this Institute first sprang into existence, viz: tlie 
thorough education of the entire population of the deaf mutes of 
this State—but also to employ every desirable means that would. 
lead to the accomplishment of that end, upon the most approved 
and most successful plan. 

Will not the Legislature of our noble State grant our request, 
so that we may be enabled to carry on the Institute successfully ? 
or must these poor children of silence be sent back to their homes, 
unenlightened and uneducated. 

Your Excellency will also find enclosed herewith, the Report to: 
this Board of the worthy Principal, Rev. A. Pomroy, for the month 
ending 31st December, 1856, (C.)

Tam happy to state, that the Institute continues under the pro- 
tection of Almighty God, in health. and prosperity. ‘The pupils 
are apparently happy and cheerful. «We close the year of 1856, 
with -15 pupils—&:more than when I first entéred upon my duties 
last July. I have had an application by Mr. Weathersby, person- 
ally, (of Rankin county,) for his son, who will be here in a few 
days; and from what I can learn from some members of the Le- 
gislature, now ia session, and from other sources, we may expect 
pupils enough to completely fill up the whole building and office, 
during the course of the present month, January. May God add, 
day by day, more and more, the tokens of His grace and appro- 
bation of our. efforts, to promote the very best interest of the great 
and responsible charge, entrusted to our care. : 

In keeping with the request of this Board, I addressed a note to 
Mr. J. S. Brown, of the Louisiana Institute for the Mutes, inviting 
him to be present with us, during the anticipated exhibition of our 
pupils before this Legislature. I am happy to state, that Mr. 
B. has responded favorably to the invitation, and that we may 
look for him in a very few days. Gentlemen, permit me to sug- 
gest, that he be received with all the hospitalities, not only of this 
Institute, but of your own firesides; and that we extend to him the . 
very best welcome in our power. I have no doubt that he would 
be willing to deliver one or more lectures on Deaf and Dumb In- 
terests before the Legislature, besides lending his powerful aid, in 
securing for us the object which we have in view, relative to this 
Institute.

OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE INSTITUTE FOR 
" THE BLIND. - | 


To His Excellency, Gov. John J. McRae: 


Sır: The undersigned board of Trustees, for the “Institute for 

the Blind" of the State of Mississippi; make the following ‘re- 

ort : É = 2 

“On the 18th day of last March, you appointed the undersigned 
as Trustees to said Institution; and we found the condition of af. 
fairs as bad almost as they possibly could be. Without any thing 
to carry on successfully, such an Institution; and with but five 
bona-fide pupils. Thus embarrassed we found it ; and to ald to the 
embarrassment, there was a teacher incompetent to the discharge 
of the ordinary duties of such a position. l 

We discharged him and employed one of the pupils-—Mr. Span, 

until we could procure the services of the present able and accom- 
plished principal, Mr. P. Lane. Under his guidance, the Institu- 
tion is in a more prosperous condition than it has ever been before; 
and all the departments, except the ‘musical, is entirely under his : 
control. Butit is not doing all the good that such an Institution 
should do. It should furnish light to all the Blind of the S:ate.—— 
And to do this, its means of support Should be increased to at last 
$6,500 or $7,000. This Is but a small amount, as compared with 
appropriations of other States, whose benevolence we would deny 
was at all to becompared with our own. | 

. In a conversation with a gentleman connected with the Institu- 


.tion of Wisconsin, he was astonished at the economy which we had 


to study and practice to get along at all. He says farther, that 
they*have not so many pupils as Wwe have, and practice as much 
economy as is possible, and that they do not think of asking a less 
appropriation than $7,000 per annum. Now, we would most res- 


“pectfully ask you to recommend the appropriation of a sufficient 


amount to carry outthe design had in the creation of such an In- 


. stitution. If charity ever made any call in this world upon a Leg- 
‘islator, his sympathies should certainly be excited in favor of the 
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Blind. We have now in the Institution, eighteen pupils. Their pro- 
gress, your Excellency, as well as all who feel an interest in these 
unfortunate persons may be judged of by their examination, which 
will be had in the Hall of the House of Representatives on to-mor- 
row evening—we trust it will be gratifying to all. The amount 
of money we have drawn since we have been in office is 86.- 
081 73.100 cents; amount disbursed is $4,831 03.100 cents, leav- 
ing a balance of $1,250 70.100 cents on hand. — 

We would here state that at the last session of the Legislature, 
there were appropriated $2,000 for the purpose of establishing a 
musical and mechanical department. But we have procured the 
necessary machinery and materials for establishing the broom 
manufactory ; but owing to the low water in the upper river, we 
have been unable to obtain them until veryrecently. We are now 
making brooms, and hope in a very short time to derive some profit 
from this department. One musical department we have placed 
under the charge of Mr. A. E. Blackmar, who reports to us most 
favorably of their progress and their fondness for music. . This de- 
partment must always be a very heavy expense to the Institution, 
but itgives them pleasure while students, and may afford them in 
after life the means of subsistence. We have procured many mu- 
sical instruments out of the fund appropriated for that -purpose ; but 
we have yet to purchase a Piano-Forte, and also pay the salary of 
one instructor. We would further state that we have suffered very 
seriously by two several fires, which occurred last spring, destroy- 
ing one of our buildings, which we have liad to erect at an expense 
of atleast 8800. This additional expense cramped us very much 
in our operations ; and as it had to be defrayed out of the fund set 
apart and appropriated tothe musical and mechanical departments, 
has of necessity prevented a full and perfect consummation of those 
departments. We respectfully suggest that an appropriation of that 
amount should be made to effect what the Legislature at its last 
session contemplated. We have nothing to recommend to your 
, Excellency, save this—tbat to carry on the Institute profitably and 
successfully, the board of 'Frustees should have a specific sum of 
money set apart for that purpose. We show a balance in our favor 
of 81,250, &c., but we have debts and obligations to meet, which 
will consume almost the entire amount before the next quarter is 
due. "The amount to be drawn next quarter will depend altogether 
on the number of pupils we have exceeding the number of ten.— 
While we are confident there will be no decrease in the number of 
pupils next quarter, we do not think it should depend on any con- 
tingency, as it does now. We have managed the Institution since 
we have had charge of it most economically; we have attended to 
the necessary wants of the Students and the Institution, indulging 
in no extravagance whatever, and we believe we know what 
amount of money it will require to conduct and sustain the Institu- 
tion with the number of scholars it now has. We think it will re. 
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quire and so suggest to ‘your Excéllency, an appropriation annual. 
ly of 86,500, to be drawn quarterly. This amount will exceed but 
little the sum we already draw from.the State, -but as we before 
suggested, it gives us à certain amount, which will enable to us to 


- act always knowingly ‘and ‘advisedly. “With this allowance and 


the appropriation of- $800 damage sustained by the fires, we have 
no fears of the future.

Srr:—l have the honor to acknowledge fhe receipt of your 
communication of the 12th inst., including a certified copy of the 
Act of the Legislature approved on the 14th July, 1856, to accept 
the grant, and to carry into execution the trust conferred upon the 
State of Iowa by the act of Congress making the grant of lands for 
railroads, approved May 15th, 1856, which has been duly placed 
on the regular files in this office. 
æft is observed, that the 6th section of the law directs that it 
shall be the duty of the Governor, after affixing his official signa- 
ture, to file such mapin the Department having the control ofthe 
public land in Washington, such location being considered final 
“only so far as to fiz the limits and boundary within which lands 
* may be selected.” The part which I have italicised appears to 
me to conflict directly with the act of Congress which contem- 
plates that the route shall be “definitely fixed," and it is proper 
that I should, through you, in this early stage of the business, call 
the attention of the State Executive and the companies to the mat- 
ter, and annouhce the opihion of this office, so as to prevent 
unnecessary delays. <A route merely for fixing the limits of the 
grant will not be acted on here: it must be something real and 
fixed. The grant cannot be in one place, and the actual one in 
another; although slight variations of the line—such as are una- 
voidable in the progress of the construction of such works—would 
be admissable: any material changes of route would be consid. 
ered as acting in bad faith with the United States, and cannot be 
tolerated. For such w ould be a clear violation of the law, which 
proposes an indemnity to the United States for the lands granted 
away by the enhanced value of the allernate sections remaining to 
the Government near the route of the road. The route must, 
therefore, be first *definitely fixed," as required by the law of 
Congress, or no title vests. 

In the above view, it will be expected that the certificate of the 
Governor on the maps returned to this Department, will set forth 
that such maps delineate the routes as “definitely fixed," that is, 
are final locations, before they can receive our action.

Srr—l Have the honor to endorse herewith, a printed copy. of 
public. act, No. 44, making a grant of land to the State of' Missis- 
sippi, in alternate sections, to aid in the construction of certain 
Railroads in said State, and also to the States of Alabama and 
Louisiana, (by the 6th section) for the portions of the Mobile and 
New Orleans Railroad in said States, approved 11th August, 1856. 

After the act had passed both Houses of Congress, “to-wit, on 
the 9th inst., telegraphic despatches were sent from this -office to 
the several Land Officers, withdrawing all the lands from: sale or 
location, until further orders, which would fall within the proba. 
ble limits of selection, according to the calls of the Mississippi 
railroads named in the act; and the Bill having since been ap- 
proved, and become: a law, “the instructions to the Land Officers 
were reported by mail, on the 15th inst. ; also, including the pro- 
per officers in' Alabama and Louisiana, for the withdrawal of lands 
in those States. i 

It will be perceived that the grant is made direct to the States. 
It will therefore be necessary in the adjustment of them, that we 
should have the co-operation of selecting agents; du appointed by 
the authorities of the States. 

The first thing to be done is. to transmit separate connected 
maps of the. several roads, certified under the seal of the State, to 
this office, and the proper land offices. | As these maps will form 
the basis for the adjustment, they should show the connexions on 
a convenient scale, of say, one. inch to the mile, with the lines of 
the public surveys, and it will be sufficient if only one section on 
each side of the road be chosea. 

On the receipt of these maps of final sois the route.of each 
road will immediately be laid down upon the township plats, as 
also the six and fifteen mile limits, and the lists prepared of the 
vacant lands within six miles, and such lands.as shall b% found do 
not fall within the prescribed limits of fifteen miles or nearly, can 
«be relieved from. suspension, and restored to market. 

As the title’ of the State -will vest in the alternate sections 
granted within six miles of the roads, from the dates of filing the 
maps of final location respectively, at the local land offices ; and 
“also that of the “right of way," granted by the general law of 
Ath August, 1852, from the date of filing the same at this office, 
the importance of an early compliance with the foregoing sug- 
gestions and requisites, as well as accuracy in showing the. tracts

AN ACT granting public lands in alternate sections to the State 
* of Mississippi, to aid in the construction of railroads i in: 'said 
State, and for other purposes. 


Be it enacted. by the Senate and House of Representatives fo 
the United States of America in Congress assembled, That there 
be and is hereby granted to the State of Mississippi, for the pur- 
pose of aiding in the.construction of railroads from Jackson to the 
line betíreen the State of Mississippi and the State of- Alabama; 
from Tuscaloosa to the Mobile railroad within Mississippi; and 
from Brandon to the Gulf of Mexico, every alterpate section of 
land, designated by even numbers, for six sections in width, on 
eacb side of each of said roads. But in case it shall appear that 

, the Unitnd States have, when the lines or routes of said roads are 
definitely fixed, sold any sections or any parts thereof, granted as 
aforesaid, or that the right of pre.emption has attached to the same, 
then it shall be lawful for any agent or agents, to be appointed by 
the Governor of said State, to select, subject to the approval of the 
Secretary of the Interior, from the lands of the United States 
nearest to the tiers of sections above specified, so much land, in 
alternate sections or parts of sections, as shall be equal to. such 
lands as the United States shall have sold or otherwise appropriat- 
ed, or to which the right of pre-emption has attached as aforesaid ; 
which lands (thus selected in lieu of those sold, and to which pre- 
emption rights have attached as aforesaid, together with the sec- 
tions and parts of sections designated by even numbers as afore- 
said) shali be held by the State for the use and purpose aforesaid : 
Provided, That the lands to be so located shall in no case be fur- 
ther than fifteen miles from the lines of said roads: Provided fur- 
ther, That the Jands hereby granted, shall be exclusively applied in 
the construction of that road for and on account of which said 
lands are hereby granted, and shall be disposed of only as the 
work prógresses, and the same shall be appliedto no other purpose 
whatsoever: And provided further, That any and all lands here- 
tofore reserved to the United States by any act of Congress, or in 
auy other manner by competent authority, for the purpose of aiding 
in any object of internal improvement, or for any other purpose 
whatsoever, be and the same are hereby reserved to the United 
States from the operation oí this act, except so far as it may be 
found necessary to locate the routes of said railroads through such 
reserved lands, in which case the right of way only shall be grant- 
ed, subject to the approval of the President of the United States. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That the sections and 
parts of sections of land which by said grant shall remain to the 
United States within six miles: on each side of said roads, shall 
not be sold for less than double the minimum price of the public 
lands when sold, nor shall any of the said lands become subject to 
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private entry until the:same have been first offered at. public sale 
at the increased price. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That the said lands here- 
by granted to the said State, shall be subject to the disposal of the 
Legislature thereof, for the purpose. aforesaid, and no other; and. 
the said railroads shall be and remain public highways, for the use 
of the Government of the United States, free from toll or other 
charges upon the transportation of any property or troops ot the 
United States. ; 

Src. 4. And be it further enacted, That the lands hereby 
granted to the said State, shall be disposed of by said State, only 
in manner following ; that is to say, that a quantity of dand not 
exceeding one hundred and twenty sections, for each of said roads, 
and included within a continuous length of twenty miles of each 
of said roads, may be sold; and when the Governor of said State 
shall certify to the Secretary of the Interior, that any continuous 
twenty miles of either of said roads is completed, then another 
like quantity of land, hereby granted, not exceeding one hundred 
and twenty sections for such road, may be sold; and so, from time 
to time, until said roads are completed ; and if said roads are not 
completed within ten years, no further sales shall be made, and the 
lands unsold shall revert to the United States. 

Sec. 5. And & it further enacted, That the United States 
mail shall be transported over said railroads, under the direction 
of the Post Office Department, at such price as Congress may by 
Jaw direct: Provided, That until such price is fixed by law, the 
Postmaster General Shall have the power to determine the same. 

Sec. 6. And be it further enacted, That a like grant to the 
same extent, and on the same terms and conditions in all respects, 
is hereby made to aid in constructing a railroad from the city of 
Mobile to New Orleans, such grant to be made to the several States 
through which said road shall pass, so far as said road is within 


their respective limits. [ Approved, August 11, 1856.

That so much of the lands, interests, rights, powers, 
and privileges as are or may be granted and conferred in pursu- 
ance of the act of Congress, aforesaid to aid in the construction of 
a Railroad from Burlington on the Mississippi rive: to a point on 
the Missouri near the mouth of the Platte river, are hereby disposed : 
of, granted to and conferred upon the *Burlington and Missouri 
River Railroad Company," a body corporate, created and existing

LETTER OF THOMAS GREEN, FOREMAN JACKSON 
FIRE COMPANY NO. 1, TO GOV. McRAE.

To HisEzcellency, J. J. McRae— 


Dear Sir,-I desite; ito call the attention of" your Excellency to 
the vast amount of property the State of Mississippi has in and near 
Jackson, unproteeted from fire, and ask (ifyour Excellency deems 
it of sufficient importance) that the attention ofthe legislature or the 
committee of public buildings be called to the facts. 

Past experience shows us ; that in case of a fire, the loss to the 
State would be equal to the whole amount consumed, and as she 
has no insurance on any of her property, I would respectfully sug- 
gest that some step be recommended to so organize the fire depart- 
ment of the Capital, or put it upon a footing that would he adequate 
in an emergency, to protect the interests of the State ; for in-its 
` present unorganized and partially equipped condition it is impossi- 
ble for it to perform the responsible duties required for such an im- 
portant arm of the public defence. — 

I have heard it suggested that the city of J ackson should meet 
the State half way in equipping this department of mutual protec- 
tion, (and 1 cheerfully admit it,) but her neglect to do so, has driven 
her éitizens to find protection in the insurance companies of the 

country, and the city herself having but little at stake, can stand 
aloof and look «with but little concern as to loss: butnot so with 
the State; she has large and valuable public buildings, with im- 
mense interests aside from her buildings, that require protection 
from fire. 

I would therefore, earnestly recommend your Excellency to point 
out to the legislature and to the committee on public buildings, some 
way by which the interest of the State might be protected from that 
loss that will take place, in my opinion, unless some precautionary 
measures are taken. 

I dislike very much to trouble your Excellency, but feel that the 
interests of the State require nie as one of her citizens, to call the 
attention of your Excellency to the above facts.

REPORT 


On the Artesian Well, Bored in the Yard 


OF THE STATE PENITENTIARY.

To His Excellency, J. J. McRae, Governor of the State of 
Mississippi : 


According to the request of your Excellency, I went yesterday 
to the spot where the Artesian Well is bored, and after a carefu! 
examination, I have the honor to report the following : 

The arrangements for the boring: of (he Artesian Well are 
most suitably made, the instruments well selected, and the bering 
has been well conducted. "Phe tubing to be inserted in the bore. 
hole for the prevention of the caving of the hole, -is excellent, and. 
a water rising to the surface be. bored up, insures for perpetuity 
if well which will give an abundant supply, without any further 

.expense. i 

The work was commenced, and a bore-hole of a diameter of five 

inches has been sunk to the depth of 330 feet. The following 


diagram represents the strata bored through: 
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of the strata bored through can, unfortunately, not be very accu. 
rate ;—from some of the borings it could, nevertheless, be ascer- 
tained that the bottom of the bore-hole is not yet quite in the middle 
of the Eacene rocks. 

According to experience, water which has the power of rising 
above the surface, cannot be expected, in the Eacene strata, which 
consists mostly of loose material, in which the water they contain 
is too much diffused. 

As examples, I may cite the Artesian wells, bored near Paris, in 
France, at the Barriere Grenelle, and in Charleston, S. C. Both 
Selle are bored exactly in the same formation which is found here 
in Jackson, and both had to be sunk entirely through that forma- 
tion, deep into the underlying cretaceous rocks, to adepth of about 
1,800 feet before water rising above thezsurface was obtained. 

There is now a great deal of water in the bore-hole of the well; 
it has a depth of very nearly 200 feet, and rises within about 130 
feet from the surface, but the bore.hole being so narrow, this yields 
only a very scanty supply. and is only carried up with great difi- 
culty, either by a pump or a narrow tube, with a valve, and would , 
consequently not answer the purpose. 

In order to bore a real Artesian well, which pours out its water 
above the surface, it is necessary to perforate the Eacene strata 
entirely, and penetrate into the most probably underlying creta- 
ceous formation. 

The Eacene rocks must now be estimated to have a thickness 
of about 800 feet; and in order to find a rateable water-bearing 
stratum, the Astesian auger has to be sunk into the crelaceous 
rocksto a depth of from 700 to 800 feet. 

The Artesian well in the penitentiary yard has, therefore, most 
probably, to be bored to a dept of from 1,500 to 1,800 feet. 

Such a depth agrees nearly exactly with the dip or inclination 
of the cretaceous strata towards the horizon. 

After a careful examination and inquiry 1 have ascertained that 
the dip of those rocks amonnts to about 25 feet in a mile fron N. 
E. to S. W., and consequently to about 15 feet in a mile from E. 
to W. As now the City of Jackson is from the anticlival axis, 
or the point where the dip begins, about 100 miles in a straight 
line from E. to W., the water may also according to that calcula- 

‘tion, be expected at a depth of about-1,500 feet, | 

It is impossible to promise that even atthat depth water rising | 
above the surface may be obtained, but it is in the highest degree 
probable, and it is certain that if a suitable water- bearing stratum 
is found at that depth, the water will rise above the surface, for I 
have perceived, there is a sufficient dip. The same rocks which are 
here 300 feet below the surface I have found farther E. only from 
17 to 20 feet below the surface. 

If it be on one hand not certain that water rising above the sur- 
face will be obtained at the depth of from 1,500 to 1,600 feet, it is 
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on the other hand not impossible, although in the highest degree 
improbable that such water can be found nearer the surface, for lo- 
cal clevations and depressions cause sometimes an exception from 
the rule. 

Akhough it may appear difficult and troublesome, and require 
no inconsiderable expense to bore down to such a depth of from 1,- 
500 to 1,600 feet, or perhaps a little deeper, I would very strongly 
recommend to continue the work now commenced by all means 
and to try to carry it to a successful end. Even if the undertaking 
should require some expense, if successful, it will be very cheap at 
the end; a fountain will be established which gives a superabun- 
dance of fine water, a part of which can even be conducted to the 
City of Jackson and distributed there'in cisterns or reservoirs, and 
that fountain willlastfor hundreds of years, without any important 
additional expense. 

There are artesian wells in the northern part of France, which 
have existed for more than 300 years, without the slightest decrease 
of the quantity of water originally yielded. , 

It would even be well to continue the boring, for the sake of an 
experiment. - 

Good water is a very great desideratum all over the country oc- 
cupied by the Æcene formation. The well-water is thefe very 
generally too much impregnated with salts of lime, (mostly carbon- 
ate of lime,) to be of any use either for drinking or other domestic 
purposes, and if the experiment at the expense of the State here in 
Jackson succeeds, it will be followed up by many a community 
and even by private individuals in the southern part of the State, 
and contribute to the health and welfare of the country, for which 
purpose uo expense eught to be regarded too high. 

'The expenses are besides much diminished by the circumstance 
that a great deal of the labor can be performed by the convicts, 
who are now skillful enough to conduct the work themselves. 

Heavy expenses are caused by the purchase of the tubing, it is 
true, and this will continue for some time, until the loose Éacene 
strata are perforated, but as soon as the augur comes into the cre- 
taceaus rocks very little or probably notubing will be necessary to 
the end of the work, and the expenses be much diminished.

woman by will, descent, distribution, deed of conveyance, recovery, 
or otherwise, shall be owned, used and enjoyed by such married 
woman, as her own separate property; and such property, 
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whether owned by her beefore marriage, or which may have ac- 
crued to her afterwards, shall not be subject to, or liable to be 
taken in satisfaction of the debts of the husband. . Nor shall such 
property, or any part thereof, be sold, conveyed, mortgaged, trans- 
ferred, or in any manner encumbered by the husband, unless the 
wife shall join in the conveyance thereof, and acknowledge such 
conveyance in the manner directed by law for the acknowledge- 
ment of conveyances of real estate by married women; but no 
conveyance or encumbrance, for the separate debts of the husband 
shall be binding on the wife's property. 

^ Art. 24, The supervision and management of the separate 
property of the wife, both real and personal, during coverture, may 
be with the husband and wife, or both or either of them, and the 
rent, product and profits thereof, may be expended by them or 
either of them, for the apparel, support and maintenance of the 
family, suitable to their condition in life ; or for the expenses of tlíe 
plantation, including the wages of an overseer, or in the education 
and support of the children ; but such rents, issues and profits shall 
in no manner be made liable for the debts ofthe husband. 

* Art. 25. After the death of the husband or wife, there shall 
remain no liability against the husband or his estate, either at law 
or in equity, for the income of the wife's property that may have 
been spent or disposed of by the husband or wife during coverture ; 
nor shalí the husband be held accountable therefor by the heirs, 
distributees or creditors ofthe wife: nor shallthere be any liability 
against the husband for such income before the death of husband 
or wife, unless suit be commenced within one year after the cause 
of action shall have accrued. 

* Art, 26. In addition to the remedies now existing by the 
common law, by and against married women, the husband and 
wife jointly, may sue and be sued for her rights, contracts, and lia- 
bilities, but in no case shall the separate property ofthe wife be 
liable to any judgment, unless its liabilities thereto be fully estab- 
Jished on the trial, and so appear on the record. 

* Art, 27. The separate property of the wife shall be liable for 
the debts contracted. by her before marriage, but the husband shall 
not be bound to pay such debts ; nor shall he be liable for the debts 
contracted by her after marriage, if she held separate property 
under this act. 

* Art. 28. No conveyance or gift from the husband to the 
wife shall be valid, as against his creditors. 

“Art, 29. When any legacy or distributive share, sum of ' 
money, or personal property of any description, shall belong to, or 
be payable to any married woman as her separate property, the joint 
receipt or acquittance of the husband and wife, or the wife alone, 
attested by accredible witnesses, shall be a. good discharge of the 
person from whom the same is payable, and shall be sufficient to 
bar any recovery therefor. 
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«Art, 80. If any married woman shall die, leaving a husband 
_ surviving her, and no childor children, or the descendants.of them, 
such husband shall be entitled to one-half of her reab estate, ac- 
cording to quality and quantity—to have, possess, and enjoy the 
same during his natural life—and shall be entitled to all of her per- 
sonal estate in fee simple; but if she should leave a child, or 
children, or descendants of them, whether by a surviving or former 
husband, such surviving husband shall only be entitled to one-

Mr. SrEAKER—Í am instructed by His Excellency, the Gov- 
ernor, to communicate to the two Houses ot the Legislature, a 
communication, in writing, relative to the amendments inserted in 
the constitution, at the last session of the Legislature. 

Jas. B. McRAE, 


Secretary to the Governor. 
To the Senate and House of Representatives : 


GENTLEMEN: Doubts have arisen under amendments, sanction- 
ed by the people, and inserted in the Constitution at your last reg- 
ular session, as to the commencement of the terms, and the tenure 
of the offices, of various public. officers of the State. Without some 
well-defined understanding of these amendments, by which these 
doubts shall be removed, if that be possible, and without some well 
defined action of the various departments of the Government, by 
which the Legislative, Executive, and Judicial judgment shali be 
definitely passed upon them, great and serious embarrassment and 
injury may result to the interests of the State on this subject. 

The commencement of the terms, and the tenure of the public 
officers, being subjects necessarily embraced in your legislation in 
the adoption of the new : Code, I have thought it proper to ask the 
attention of the Legislature to the existing state of facts under 
these amendments to the Constitution,—to present to you my 
views in connection with them; to solicit yours, and if deemed 
necessary by you, respectfully’ to suggest the reference of the 
doubtful questions to the High Court of Errors and Appeals, for a 
judicial interpretation of them. 

Not that I would, in the slightest degree, yield to the principle, 
that one department of the Government has a right to interfere 
with, or control the action of another in its legitimate sphere; but 
as these amendments are now already a part of the Constitution, 
and will, in the future, as well as the laws passed in pursuance of 
them, be subject to judicial ‘interpretation; if that interpretation 
could be known in advance, it might obviate all difficulties which 
may arise out of them. 
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- “TENURE OF OFFICE AMENDMENT.” 

The first clause of the “Tenure of office amendment," is in 
these words : 

“All public officers in this State—Legislative, Executive and 
Judicial, whose terms of office expire at the general election to be 
held in the year one thousand eight hundred and fifty-seven, or at 
any subsequent general election, shall continue to hold their offi. 
ces until the first Monday of January next following the expiration 
of said terms, and until their successors shall be qualified." 

It is plain that this amendment extends the term of all the pre. 
sent members of the Legislature—Senators and .Representatives— 
whose terms expire at the general election in 1857, to the first 
Monday in January, 1858. 

It is plain also that it extends the term of the present Secretary 
of State, Auditor of Public Accounts, State Treasurer, and all 
sheriffs, coroners, treasurers, snrveyors and rangers in the different 
eounties, to the fiist Monday in January, 1858. They being 
placed by the Constitution under the Executive head, and their 
terms expiring at the general election in 1857, unless exception 
shall be made in cases of any of these officers, who by law hold 
over the general election in 1857, until their successors are 
«qualified, 

It is plain also that it extends in the same manner, the terms ef 
all the present judges, clerks, members of the boards of police, 
justices of the peace, constables, attorney-general, and district at- 
torneys, whose offices expire at the general election in 1857, (they 
being placed by the Constitution under the Judicial head,) unless 
exception shall be made in cases of any of these officers, as above. 

It is equally plain that this amendment does not affect the term, 
or tenure of the Governor's office, because he is an Executive 
officer whose term does not expire at the general election in 18- 
97, orat any general election. Nor does his term expire until 
after the time fixed, to which the term of all the other officers is 
extended, and by which it is limited, (the first Monday.in January, 
1858,) and not until the 10th of January, 1858 afterwards. 

The Constitution, Art. 5, Sec. 1, says: * The chief executive 
power of this State shall be vested in a Governor, who shall hold 
his office for two years from the time of his installation." 

The installation of the Governor took place on the 10th day of 
January, 1856. His term of office would then expire the 10th day 
of January, 1858. Itis not questioned here that this term could 
either be abridged, or extended, or that the office might not be 
altogether abolished by an amendment of the Constitution ; though 
this is a point which admits of doubt. But does the above amend- 
ment to the Constitution do either of these? If it does not, a 
mere legislative enactment can neither abridge or extend the term, 
or abolish the office. 

At your last session an act was passed, on the 9th of January, 18. 
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36, increasing the salary of the Governor. The Legislature then de. 
cided the question, that the then existing term of the Governor’s 
office did not expire until the 10th of January, 1856. The Con- 
stitution says, the Governor's “ compensation shall not be increased 
dr diminished during the term for which he shall be elected.” Had 
the Legislature doubted, that the then existing term had not at that 
time expired, they would not have passed that act. Had I doubted 
it, although the act enured to my benefit, I should have withheld 
from it my approval. The Governor's present term, then, of 
course does not expire until the 10th of January, 1858,—unless 
abriged by these amendments, which it is not, as he was not an 
officer, in the words of the amendments, whose term expired at 
the general election, in November, 1857. 

The second clause of this amendment, being the proviso to it, 
is in these words: “Provided such of said officers as are required 
to give bond for the discharge of their duties, shall give bond and 
security for said extended term, as may be provided by the Legis-. 
lature ; and the terms of office of all officers chosen at the general 
election in the year eighteen hundred and fifty-seven, or at any 
subsequent general, election, shall commence on the first Monday 
of January next succeeding the election, and shall continue for the 
time now fixed by the Constitution, and until their successors shall 
be qualified.” 

The proviso is &iihply to carry into effect the first clause of the 
amendment—to fix the commencement of the terms of all the pub- 
lic officers, whose terms expired at the general election in 1857, 
or at a subsequent general election, on the first Monday of Janu- 
ary next succeeding their election, and to continue the duration of 
the terms of all the public officers as now fixed by the Constitution, 
and until their successors are qualified. In fact, the whole object 
of this amendment was, simply to change the commencement of 
the terms of all the public officers, from November to January. 
the Governor’s office excepted, whose term commenced after the 
first of January, and whose installation and tenure of office were 
left as prescribed'by the Constitution. 


l ELECTION AMENDMENT. 

The first clause of the “Election Amendment,” is in these 
words : 

“All general elections by the people of this State shall be held 
òn the first Monday in October, and be concluded in one day ; on 
the first Monday in October, 1857, and biennially thercafter, an 
election shall be held for Representatives in Congress, and all 
State officers and members of the Legislature, except for officers 
and Senators- entitled to hold over after November, 1857, who shall 
continue in office untill their successors are entitled to succeed them 
therein." 


' This clause changes the time of holding the general election, 
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from the first Monday of November, to the first Monday in Octo- 
ber; and reduces it from two days to one. It provides also for the 
election on the first Monday in October, 1857; and biennially 
thereafter for Representatives in Congress, and all State officers, 
to-wit : Secretary of State, Auditor of Public Accounts, State Trea- 
gurer and Attorney General, (unless exception shall be made of any 
of these officers, who by law, hold over until their successers are 
qualified ;) and members of the Legislature, that is all Representa- 
tives, and those Senators, whose terms expire in November, 1857. 
But it excepts “Officers and Senators entitled to hold over after No- 
vember, 1857, who are to continue in office “until their successors 
are entitled to succeed them therein.” Itis plain then, that this 
amendment does not touch the office of Governor, he being a State 
officer, entitled to hold over after November, 1857; and no provi- 
sien whatever is made, for the election of Governor, by this amend- 
ment. 

The second clause of this amendment says: 

“The Legislature shall convene on the first Monday of Novem- 
ber, 1857, and biennially thereafter ; but may be specially con- 
voked by the Governor at other times." 

This clause changes the time of the regular meeting of the Leg- 
-islature, from the first Monday in January, 1858, to the first Mon- 
day in November, 1857, leaving it to be convoked specially by the 
Governor at other times, as now y provided by the constitution. 

The ‘tenure of office amendment," extends the term of the pre- 
sent members of the House of Representatives, and of those Sen. 
ators whose terms expire in. November, 1857, to the first Monday 
in January, 1858. The first clause of the “ election amendment," 
as shown above, provides for the election on the first Monday of Oc- 
tober, 1857, of members of the House of Representatives, and of 
Senators whose terms expire in November, 1957. 

The question then arises, 

First, which of these two sets of Representatives and Senators 
will be entitled to seatsin, and to hold the session of the Legislature 
to convene on the first Monday in November, 1857? 

Secondly, if it be decided that the present ones are entitled, and 
the session of the Legislature should continue until the first Monday 
in January, 1858, cou'd those elected in October, 1857, take their 
seats, on the expiration of the term of the others, and the session 
of the Legislature be thus continued? Or would the session termi- 
nate by the dissolution of the body, or the adjournment of the Leg- 
islature on the first Monday in January, 1858 ; and the Senators 
and Representatives elected in October, 1857, be left ta take their 
seats in the regular session of the Legislature, the first Monday in 
November, 1859. This they could not do, because the terms of 
office of these members of the House of Representatives, would 
have expired the first Monday of October, previous. 

Thirdly, should the present members of the Legislature, convene 
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In regular session, on the first Monday of November, 1957, and ad- 
journ sine die, or should they hold their session to the first Monday 
in January, 1858, would not the convocation of the Legislature in 
special session by the Governor, the day after the first Monday in 
January, 1858, orat a future day, bring the Representatives and 
Senators elected in October, 1857, into regular session, and remove 
all difficulty on this point ? 

The third clause of this amendment says: 

“The Governor's official term shall commence on the third 
Monday in November; and that of the Secretary of State, Audi- - 
tor of Public Accounts, State Treasurer and Attorney General, on 
the first Monday of January, next, after his and their election." 

This clause does not fix the commencement of the Governor's 
term on the third Monday of November, 1857; but ‘on the third 
Monday in November after his election. No provision, however, 
as has been shown, is made by this amendment for the election of 
Governor. The question then arises, can the Governor's election 
take place as heretofore, on the first Monday and day following in 
November, which would separate it from the other elections, and 
make it the first Monday and day following in November, 1857.— 
But this would be in direct conflict with the first part of the first 
clause of this amendment, which declares, that *all general elec- 
tions by the people of this State, shall be held on the first Monday 
in October, and be concluded in one day." Ittherefore cannot be 
done. Can any new Legislative enactment remedy the difficulty ? 
If not, then the term of the present incumbent without an interreg- 
num is perpetual, until some additional amendment of the Constitu- 
tion, shall provide for its termination. Because he is an officer en- 
titled to hold over after November, 1857, excepted from the gener- 
al election in October, 1857, and “continued in office until his 
successor is entitled to succeed him therein," by the first clause of 
this amendment. 

Being the incumbent myself, I wish to say to the Legislature 
and to the people of the State, who have honored me with the po- 
sition, that I do not under any circumstances desire to hold the of- 
fice for a longer period than that for which I supposed, and they un- 
derstood [ was elected, for two years, that is to the 10th January, 
1858, I would prefer to close my term the third Monday of No- 
vember, 1857, if my successor is at that time lawtully entitled to 
succeed me, and commence his official term. 

This clause fixes definitely the commencement of the terms of the 
Auditor, Treasurer and Attorney General, on the first Monday of 
January, neat, after their election, which is provided for in the first 
clause. 

The last clause of this amendment is in these words: “On the 
first Monday of October, 1858, and biennially thereafter, an elec- 
tion shall be held for all County, District, Judicial and Ministerial 
officers, (except officers who may then be entitled to hold over after 
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January, 1859, or until the time of holding another general elec- 
tion) and the official term of all such officers then and thereafter 
elected, shall commence on the first Monday of January next, af- 
ter this election, but all such officers elected in 1855, or previously, . 
whose official terms in:the absence of this provision, would expire 
in November, 1857, shall continue in office until the first of Janua- 
ry, 1859. — 

This clause relates exclusively to the local and district officers, 
as contradistinguished from the general or State officers, provides 
for their election and fixes the commencement of their terms appa- 
rently without confusion, except in cases of the judiciary. 

The last clause of the “tenure of office amendment" continues 
the terms of all officers “ for the time now fixed by the Constitu- 
tion ; and until their successors shall be qualified." The first part. 
of the above clause of the election amendment inakes all the Judi- 
cial officers, elective biennially. 

How this difficulty is to be reconciled, I am notable to perceive 
by any construction which can be given to the two amendments to 
make them harmonise. 

The questions of doubt under these amendments are : 

First, what members of the Legislature are to hold the regular 
session to convene on the first Monday of November, 1857 ? 

Second, ifthe present members are to hold that session; when and 
how are the members elected in October, 1857, to commence their 
term and get into regular session ? 

Third, when does the Governor's official term close? And when 
will his successor be entitled to succeed him? When will his suc- 
cessor be elected, no provision being made for his election, by either 
of these amendments ? i 

Fourth, how can the Judges continue in office for the “‘ time now 
fixed by the Constitution” and yet be elected biennially ?

architects, and instructors ofthe militia, and indispensable in time 
of war as the instructors of our volunteers and armies. 

The details for the establishment and support of the school have 
not been given in the bill submitted, as they must be governed by 
the amount of: the military school fund, which cannot be ascer- 
tained unti] the returns of the tax collectors are made; but the 
committee are of opinion that plain, substantial and convenient 
barracks should be erected, and the school so conducted that 
the scholars should be required, not only to learn, but at all times 
to perform allthe duties of private soldiers, in a camp of instruc- 
tion.

President of the Board, to be submitted by them to the Governor, _ 
to be laid before the Legislature, with Such recommendations as 
they might deem proper in refeténee to! it, In the absence of * 
meeting of the Board of Frustees, Dr. Harper informs me, that 
following the course pursued by his predecessor, Dr. Millington, 
he transmitted his report directly to the Governor. 

At an informal meeting of the Trustees here, a few days since, 
a majority of the Board being present, they requested me to pre- 
sent the report of Dr. Harper, to the Legislature, with the re- 
commendation on their part, that the report be deposited’ in the 
State Archives, with the Seer etary of State, subject to the 
order and care of the future State Geologist, if the survey is con- 
tinued, and if the survey is not continued, that the report be pub- 
lished in guch form as the Legislature may direct. 

“They further recommend that the Geological survey be sepa- 
rated from the University, and be placed under the direction and 
control of the State authorities in the future.

Mz. SpEAKER—I am instructed by His Excellency, the Gov- 
ernor, to transmit to the two houses of the Legislature, « message, 
in writing, relating to subjects requiring legislation at the present 
session, with accompanying documents. Rin ET sd 

Mr. Sharkey, from the committee to whom was referred the 
Governor's message of Saturday, 3rd, on the subject of the late 
amendments to the constitution on behalf of the majority of the 
comniittee, made the following report : 

The Committee to which was referred the Governor's 
Message in relation to the difficulties which seem to result 
from two amendments to the Constitütion, which were 
adopted as part of that instrument at the last session of the 
Legislature, have had the subject under consideration, and 
beg leave to submit the conclusions which they have adopted 
as the?result of their investigation, together with a brief out- 
line of the reasons on which their conclusions are founded. 

The one is known as the tenure of office amendment, and 
the other as the election amendment, and so they will be 
designated. Both were recommended by the same Legisla- 
ture,—both voted on at the same time by the people, —and 
both incorporated into the Constitution by the present Legis- 
lature atits last session. And if they can be made to har- 
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monize, of course both must be alike operative as part of the 
paramount law. ssa 5 00 o noe penu 
The object of the first; or tenure of, office amendment, is 
Plain, and its phraseology. explicit for the purpose which it 
was designed to accomplish... Under` the Constitution, the 
terms of office of all the.officers in this State, except that of 
the Governor, expired at thé November election, the time 
At.wbich successors were elected ; ahd as some- time must 
.elapse.before the successors could be qualified, the design 
was simply to prolong.the term of those then in office, and 
those thereafter to be elected until the first: Monday of Jan- 
wary succeeding the election: go that between the. election 
and the first of January,the successors could be qualified, 
and interregnums (otherwis ienevitable) prevented. This 
provision, in express terms, applied to senators and members 
of the Legislature, as well as to other officers, and apart 
from any other change, could not have produced any diffi- 
„culty : as by the Constitution, the Legislature was required 
46 convene on the first Monday of January next after the 
election; so that this. amendment provided that the-old 
members should go out of. office the same day the new ones 
came in, and so with all other officers whose term would 
-otherwise have expired at the November election. ` 
But this provision did not apply to the Governor, be- 
.eause, as to him, the mischief intended. to be remedied did 
not exist. His term of office, by the Constitution, already 
commenced in January. Moreover the amendment, in ex- 
press terms, is applicable only to officers whose terms of 
office expired at the general election to be held in the year 
.one thousand eight hundred and fifty-seven, or at any subse- 
quent generalelection. By the Constitution it wasprovided 
that all general elections should be held in November, and 
. $t was also provided that the term of office of the Governor 
should commence in January, and that he should hold two 
years. His term of office did not, therefore, expire at the 
general election, but in January afterwards. Besides, it is 
manifestly a part of our settled policy, that the Governor 
should not go out of office until his administration should be 
subjected to the scrutiny of a new Legislature ; nor could it 
be expected that a Governor coming into office on the very 
day the Legislature convened, could give to that body 
“information of the state of the government," and recom- 
mend such measures as might be necessary for their action. 
Neither, then, from its object or its language, or- from con: 
siderations of his duty, can this amendment he construed to 
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extend to the Governor, and apart from the second'or eleé- 
tion amendment, his term would have commenced gnd' ex- 
pired as heretore, on thé 10th of January. | i 

Can the provisions of the second or election aniendinent 
be made to harmonize with this first âmendment so as to 
prevent such confusion as may seriously disturb ‘the opera- 
tions of the government? ' i o E 

This amendment may be considered as presenting several 
propositions, and by considering each separately, it is be- 
lieved the whole will be readily understood. | 

Ist, It provides that all general elections shall be held on 
the first Monday of October for representatives in Congress; 
and State officers, and members of the Legislature, the first 
election to be held on the first Monday in Oetober, 1857, 
and bienially thereafter. The general election had been 
previously held o., the first Monday of November bienially, 
and the first manifest object was to change the time of the 
general election from November to October. But it also 
provided that only certain officers should be elected : at the 
general election. tó-wit: representatives in Congress, and 
all State officers, as contradistinguished from county and 
district officers, and also members of the Legislature. All 
the subsequent provisions were intended to prevent all diffi- 
culty in carrying the main provision into easy practical 
operation in the workings of the government. The difficul- 
ties, however, grow out of the efforts to prevent them. 

2d. This general provision is subject to an exception in 
regard to certain State officers to be elected in November, 
1857, which is in the following language, to-wit: “ except 
for officers and senators entitled to hold over after Novem- 
ber, 1857, who shall continue in office until their successors 
are entitled to succeed them.” Now the question is, what 
officers are within this exception? Manifestly it embraces 
those to whom successors would not have been elected in 
November, had no change taken place, or those only who 
would have been entitled to hold over until 1859, as the, 
Constitution stood. And the holding over here mentioned, 
is not to be construed as applicable to such as were entitled 
to hold over by the first amendment, for that had not then 
been adopted as a part of,the Constitution ; both amend- 
ments were then pending; one might be adopted and 
the other rejected. The only difficulty which this exception 
presents, is to determine whether the Governor be within it 
or not. He is a State officer, and as such must be elected 
in October next, unless very clearly embraced within the 
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«exception... That he is not so embraced, -will-be shown here- 
after. And. the holding.over here ‘mentioned can: Daly be 
understood as applying „to such to whom successors would 
-not.haye been elected. in November, 1857, had no change 
-been made.. In this. class; or: Withiu this exception, tüay be 
included Senators elected in 1855, whose terms would. haye 
expired in November, 1857, but who.now, under the opera- 
tion. of the. first or tenure of office amendment, since it has 
gone. into operation, will hold. until the first Monday of 
January, 1860. “The two amendments are now both in ope- 
ration ; but as the one was not in operation when the other 
was framed, of course the.one cannot be supposed to haye en- 
tered into the intention of the other, D l 
Third. The third proposition presented by this amend- 
ment is, that the Legislature shall meet'on the first Monday 
. in November, 1857, and this requires no remark éxcept so 
far as to show what members shall hold the session. It is 
“Very certain that members of the Legislature must be elected 
in October.next; but the amendment is silent as to the 
, beginning of their term of service. That must either be 
determined by something outside of the amendment itself, 
or as. a necessary inference that the term of service com- 
menced at the time of their election. And the inference 
. would be legitimate and proper, but for the first amend- 
ment, which provides, in express terms, that the present 
members shall hold until the first Monday of January. Now 
.Sither the inference or the express provision must be dis- 
carded : but cannot operate. The inference must, of course, 
. fail, for inference or presumption can only be indulged in 
the absence of an express provision. And by this, both 
. amendments are operative and consistent; by a different 
rule of construction, the first amendment would have to be 
rejected entirely as to the members of the Legislature. The 
consequence is, the members now in office hold the next 
. session of the Legislature, and go out of office on the first 
Monday in January next, when their'successors come in. 
Thusit is seen that the members elected in October, 1851, 
held no regular session of the Legislature, until November, 
1859, twenty-five months after their election. i 
4th. The next proposition presented by the amendment 
is, that the official term of the Governor shall commenee on, 
the third Monday of November. As the legislature was re- 
quired to convene on the first Monday in November, the 
reason for postponing the commencement of the Governor'a 
term is manifest, He is required to give information to the 
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legislature respecting the condition of the ` government, and 
to recommend such measures as hé may deem proper, duties 
which réquire thé experience of his administration to enable 
him to discharge. The general provision is that all State 
officers shall be elected in October, 1857, except such as 
would have been entitled to hold over. It certainly was 
not intended that a general election should páss by without 
the election of a Governor, and this must be the conséquence 
if he is an officer within the exception, as in that case no 
Governor could be elected until 1859 ; or if one should be 
elected in October next, he never could go into office, for if 
the present Executive be within the.exception, his term can- 
not expire until the third Monday in November, 1859, the 
precise time at which a quorum elécted in October next 
would go.out of office. An absurdity so glaring cannot be 
ascribed to the framers of the amendment, and yet it neees- 
sarily follows, unless one general election is to pass without 
_ thé election of a ‘Governor, on the assumption that the ex- 
ception extends to the present enactment, unless, indeed, it 
be assumed that the Governor to be elected in October next 
is to go into office on the third Monday of November, 1858, 
on which supposition we should have three Governors elect 
at the same time, to-wit: the present incumbent, the one 
ed in October next, and the one elected in Oetober, 
9. 

But the Governor is not within the excéption, for another 
conclusive reason. The second, or election amendment, con- 
tains a special provision as to the time of the commencemént 
of his term, and this definite provision must control doubt- 
ful or indefinite expressions. And it immediately succeeds 
the exception, thus showing that the excéption was not in- 
tended to embrace the Governor. The intention was to 
abridge his term, and to pursue that same policy which had 
existed under the Constitution. Now this manifest repug- 
nancy exists between the exception and the special, provision, 
as to the office of Governor. By the one, the beginning of 
his term is indefinite, or not regulated, except by implication; 
by the other,it is made definite; his term was to begin on 
ihe third Monday in November. Here, again, the infer- 
ence must be rejected, or the special provision in regard to 
the Governor alone, must be rejected. He could, by the 
Constitution, hold only two years, and that provision was 
unrepealed. Butit is very clear that the amen&ment did 
not intend to change the term of office of those who might 
fall within the exception; except so far as the time of the 


'861 


general election was changed, and it-is equally manifest that 
a différent change was intended with regafd to the Gover- 
nor, But what is still more conclusive, the Governor's term 
must commence on thé 10th of January, as heretofore, or it 
must cómmence on thé third, Monday in, November, as pro- 
vided in the amendment. Ifhe be within the exception, the 
amendment must be rejected entirély, in so far as it changes 
the beginning of the Governor’s term of service. And this, 
‘of course, cannot be done, as the amendment was an express 
repeal of so much of the Constitution. To repeat the pro- 
position, the Governor must go out of office the 10th of Jan- 
uary, or on the third Monday in November. If the former, 
‘then the amendment must be inoperative—it has changed 
nothing. If it has changed nothing with regard to the pre- 
sent Governor, how can it be said to. change the term of of- 
fice of the next Governor ? The term of two years is still 
unchanged, except by abridging the term from January, and 
if that abridgement does not apply to the present Governor, 
then it can apply to’no other. 

- Fifth. The next proposition is that the terms of office of 
the Secretary of State, the Auditor, the Treasurer, and the 
Attorney General shall commence on the first Monday of 
January next after their election, but the Attorney General 
shall hold for four years. This makes the terms of those of- 
ficers to be elected in October next, begin on the first Mon- 
day of January next. By implication the terms of the pre-. 
sent incumbents were extended until January, and the 
amendment was intended to accomplish precisely the same 
office as the tenure of office amendment as to those officers. 
And whether their terms were extended to January or not, 
by implication, the first or tenure of office amendment, 
now being in operation, does so extend them, and thus the 
two amendments work harmoniously, not by design, but by 
accident. 

We repeat again, that the first, or tenure of office amend- 
ment, does not apply to the Governor at all. He is neither 
within its letter or its spirit, and his tenure of office is reg- 
ulated exclusively by the election amendment, and by the 
Constitution. i: 

To recapitulate then, as to State officers to be elected in 
October next, as follows, to-wit : 

1. A Governor, to go into office the third Monday of 
November, at which time the term-of the present incumbent 
expires. `^ 

8. Secretary of State, Auditor, Treasurer and Attorney 
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General, to go into office the first Monday of January next, 
at which time the terms of the present incumbent expires, 

3. Senators to succeed those whose terms would have ex- 
pired in November next, had no- change been made, ` ` 
- 4. Members of the Legislature, to succeed those now in 
office, who will go into officé the first of January next and 
hold the session of November, 1859. 


Sixth. 'The next proposition is a separation of the. elec- 
tion of County, District, and Judicial officers from the gen- 
eral election, and accordingly this amendment provides for 
the election of such officers, to take place on the first. Mon- 
day of October, 1858, and ‘biennially thereafter, for all such 
officers. Butas many of such officers were elected under 
ihe Constitution to hold only until November, 1857, and as 
some were to hold longer, it was of course necessary to make 
some provision that would govern both classes. An.excep- 
tion is here found, too, which presents some difficulty. Af 
ier providing for an election for all District, County and 
Judicial officers, the exception is in these words, “except of- 
ficers who may then be entitled to hold over after January, 
1859, or until the time of holding another election." The 
amendment also provides that the.terms of officers then 
elected (in Oet. 1858,) should begin first Monday of Janua- 
ry; 1859. - It also provides that officers whose terms would 
have expired in 1851, (Nov.,) should continue in office until 
January 7, 1859. The p.ovision and the exception, make 
it plain that all county officers are to be elected in 1857, be- 
eause none of them, either under the Constitution or by the 
amendment, are entitled to hold after January, 1859. It 
would also seem that officers previously elected, who were in 
for a longer period than January 7, 1859 ; that is, all those 
whose terms would have expired, without the amendment, 
in November, 1859, were within the exception, and not to 
be elected until the next election, to-wit: in 1860, and it 
necessarily followed that their terms were extended to Jan- 
uary 7, 1861. Who were in this class? All the Circuit 
Judges and District Attorneys elected in 1855, for they were 
in until after January 7, 1859, to-wit: till November 1859. 
Consequently, their successors must be elected in 1860, and 
go into office in January, 1861. The Judges of the High 
Court of Errors and Appeals elected in 1853 and 1855, also 
belong to this class, and their successors are to be elected in 
1860 and '62, and go into office the first Monday of Janua- 
ry next after their election. l 
The last provision is that all such officers, that is county 
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or district-officers; whose terms would-have.expired in No- . 
vember, 1857, if this provision had not passed, shall hold 
their offices until J anuary, 1859. To whomdoes this apply ? 
To the Judge of the High Court, electéd in 1851; and to 
Circuit J udges and District Attorneys, elected in 1858; and 
-to all county. officers elected in 1855. 

Recapitulation asto county and district officers :. 

Ist. All county officers, from Constables up to J udges of 
Probate, who were elected in 1855, hold their offices until 
January, 1859; and their suecessors are to: be elected in 

` October, 1858. 

2d. The Cireuit Judges and District Attorneys, elected 
in November, 1853, hold until January, 1859; and their suc- 
cessors are to be.elected in 1858. 

8d: "The CircuitJudgesand District Attorneys, elected in 
1855. at the regular election, hold until January, 1861; and | 
their successors are to be elected in October, 1860. . 

4th. TheJudgeof the High Court of Errors and Ap- 
peals, elected in 1853, holds until January, 1861 ; and his 
successor is to be elected in October, 1860. 

5th. The Judge of the High Court of Errors and Ap- 
peals, elected in 1855, will hold until January, 1863; and 
his successor will be elected in October, 1860. — 

6th. Thé Judge of the High Court of Errors &nd Ap- 
peals, elected in 1855, will hold until January, 1863.; and 
his successor will be elected in 1862. .. 

In-view of the many inconsistencies that necessarily re- 
sult from the practical operation of these amendments, the 
committee have deemed it their duty to report as the only 
plan to obviate them, the bill previding for a convention, 


herewith reported.

AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR HOLDING A CONVENTION TO REVISE 
THE CONSTITUTION OF THIS STATE. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Mississipm, as 
follows, to-wit: 

Art. 1. An election shall be held in the several counties 
in this State, on the first Monday of April next after the 
passage of this act, for the choice of delegates to a Conven- 
tion to be held for the purpose of revising and amending the 
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Constitution of this State ; and: such élection shall be held 
and conducted in the same manner in all respects as elec- 
a for members of the House of Representatives of this 

tate. 3 | | 

: ART. 2. Each county and city or town shall elect a num- 
ber of delegates to the.said convention, equal to the number 
which such county, city or town is now entitled to in the 
ouse of representatives of the State, or should any delegate 
elected to said Convention die or remove out of the State, 
or be, or become disqualified to serve, the Governor shall is- 
sue his proclamtion directing an election to be held to fill 
such vacancy, at such time as he may appoint. 

Art. 3. The Delegates.eleeted to the said convention 
Shall meet at the city of Jackson on the first Monday of May 
next, and shall organize by appointing such officers as they 
may think proper; they shall be the judges of the election 
and qualification of their own members ; and they shall be 
entitled to the same pay and mileage as members of the leg- 
islature, payable on the certificate of the presiding officer ; 
and thesame compensation shall be allowed the officers of 
Said Convention as is now allowed to similar officers of the 
House of Representatives, payable in the same manner. 

Art. 4. The members of the said Convention, before 
entering on the discharge of their duties, shall severally be 
sworn to support the Constitution of the United States ; 
and to perform the duties of their offices honestly and faith- 
fully, which oath may be administered to the presiding offi- 
cer by any delegate, and to the other delegates by the pre- 
siding officer. 

ART. 5. "This act shall take effect from the date of its 
passage. 


AN ACT TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION OF THE STATE OF 
MISSISSIPPI, IN RELATION TO THE TERM OF OFFICE OF 
MHMBERS OF THE LEGISLATURE. 


Sec. 1. Beit enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Mississippi, (two thirds of cach house concurring,) that the 
amendment to the Constitution voted for by a majority of 
the qualified electors in this State at the last general elec- 
tion, known as “the tenure of office amendment” and which 
was added to the Constitution by an act of the Legislature 
of this State approved the 6th day of February, 1856, be ab- 
rogated so far as it fixes the terms of office of members of 
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the Legislature ; and in lieu thereof the following section be 
adopted and inserted in the Constitution. ' ' 

SEC. —. The term of office of members of the Legisla- 
ture shall be for the period now fixed by the Constitution ; 
and shall rommence from and after their election, and ex- 
pire at the next general election thereafter, at which their 
successors are elected. i 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That it shall be the duty of 
the Secretary of State to give notice of this act; and the 
amendment of the Constitution proposed hereby at least six 
months preceding the next general election, by advertising 
in three or more public newspapers published in this State ; 
and at the said election the qualified: electors voting for 
members of the Legislature; shall álso vote for or against 
the said amendment, in manner following, to-wit : : 

The returning officer of each and every election precinct 
shall ask each and every voter whether he is for or against 
the proposed amendment, and shall explain the same to him ;, 
and shall cause a separate record of said votes to be kept 
for and against the proposed ainendment?.and shall make a 
true return of said votes to the sheriff or general returning ` 
officer of the county ; and it shall be the duty of the sheriff 
of each county to-furnish every returning officer with a copy 
of this act. ' 

SEC. 3. Be it further enacted, That the sheriff or general 
returning officer shall make returns of all-votes given for or 
against said amendments, and also of the whole number of 
votes given for members of the Legislature in their respec- 
tive counties, to the Secretary of State, in the same nianner 
as prescribed by law in relation to Representatives in-Con- 
gress ; and it shall be the dnty of the Secretary of State to 
lay all guch returns before the next succeeding Legislature,

Mr. SrzaAkzR: I am instructed by his Excellency, the Gover- 
nor, to transmit to the two houses of the Legislature, a communica- 
tion in, writing in relation to Richard S. Graves, the defaulting 
e of the State of Mississippi : 


To the Senate and House of Representatives : 

GENTLEMEN.: On the 11th of August last, an act was passed by 
the Congress of the United States, entitled, “ An act. granting 
public lands in alternate sections to the State of Mississippi, to 
aid in the construction of Railroads in said State, and for other 
purposes." ‘This act grants to the State, “ for the purpose of aid- 
ing in the construction of Railroads, from Jackson to the line be- 
tween the State of Mississippi and the State of Alabama; from 
Tuscaloosa to the Mobile Railroad within Mississippi; and from 
Brandon to the Gulf of Mexico, every alternate section of land 
designated by even numbers, for six sections in width, on each 
side.of each of said roads." Also, “a like grant to the same ex- 
tent, and on the same terms and conditions in all respects, to aid 
in constructing a Railroad from the City of Mobile, to New Or- 
leans,” so far as said road is within the limits ofthis State. And 
when the lines of these roads are definitely fixed, if it shall appear 
that any of the lands thus granted within the six miles on either 
side of the said roads, have been sold or otherwise disposed of: by 
the United States, or that the right of preemption has attached ‘to 
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any of them, then an equal quantity of land shall be selected in 
lieu cf these, by agents appointed by the Governor of the State, in 
alternate sections or parts of sections, nearest to the tiers of sec. 
tions above specified; but in no case to be more than fifteen miles 
from the lines of said roads, on either side, subject to the approval 
of the Secretary of the Interior; and to be held by.the State. for 
he use and purpose aforesaid. - l À 

The terms and conditions of this grant are as follows, to-wit: 

The lands are to be applied exclusively to the construction of the 
road for which they are granted—to be disposed of only as the work 
progresses; and to be applied to no other purpose whatever. 

Lands, heretofore reserved to the United States to aid objects of 
internal improvement, or for any other purpose, by acts of Congress 
or other competent authority, are exempted from this grant, except 
so far as is necessary to locate the routes of these roads through 
these lands, in which case the right of way is granted, subject to 
the approval of the President of the United. States. 

The sections and parts of sections of land, which -by this grant 
remain to the United States within six miles on either side of said 
roads, are not to be sold for less than double the minimum price of 
the public lands when sold; and are not to'be subject to private 
entry, until they have been first offered ‘at public ‘sale at the in- 
creased price. i : , 

The lands granted are to be subject to the disposal of the Legis- 
lature, for the purpose of the grant and no other. And the Rail- 
roads are to remain public highways for the use of the Government 
of the United States, free from toll or other charge upon the trans- 
portation of any property or troops of the United States. 

The lands are to be disposed of by the State, only in the follow. 
ing manner ; : l 

* A quantity of land not exceeding one hundred and twenty sec- 
tions for each of said roads, may be sold; and. when the Govérnor 
shall certify to the Secretary of the Interior, that any continuous 
twenty miles of either of said roads is completed, then another like 
quantity may be sold; and so on until said roads are completed.” 
Andif the roads are not completed within ten years, no further 
sales are to be made; and the unsold lands revert to the United 
States. , E E 

The United States mails are to-be transported over these roads, 
under the direction of the Pest Office Department, at such price as 
Congress may by law direct; and until such price is fixed by law, 
the Post Master General is to determine the same. 

I transmit herewith, the act of Congress making the grant, with 
the letter of the Commissioner of the General land office addressed 
to me, accompanying it. An act of the Legislature is required 
accepting this grant on the part of the State, upon the terms and 
conditions upon which itis made. Also, an act making appropria- 
tion of the lands to the several roads for which it is granted, or dis- 
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position of it to the several companies chariered for their construc- 
tion. To preserve uniformity, I suppose, in the action of tlie sev-. 
eral States on this subject, to which similar grants of. land have 
been made by Congress, the Commissioner: of the general land: 
office has forwarded to mea copy of the act of the Legislature of 
Iowa, accepting the grant made to that State; and disposing of it 
to the Company to construct the road, in aid of which it is granted. 
Accompanying this act, he has also forwarded to me a copy.of his 
letter to the Secretary of State of Iowa, applicable in all respects 
to the grant made to this, and other States, in reference to the se. 
lection and location of the lands for the several roads; and the 
maps necessary for that purpose. I herewith transmit these pa- 
pers for the consideration of the Legislature. 

Nothing can be done until the grant is accepted, and the linea 
or routes of the roads definitely fixed, that the lands may be selec- - 
ted and located. The action of the Legislature on this subject is ^ 
indispensable, both to the interests of the State and the roads, as 
well as to the interests and convenience of the people, in entering 
lands which are now withheld from sale, until the selections shall 
be made under this grant. 

Since my last annual message to you at your last session, the 
Mobile and Ohio Railroad has progressed in track laying from 
near the Lauderdale and Kemper county line, to Macon in Noxu- 
bee county, a distance of about forty-five miles; and the cars are 
now running successfully from Mobile to that point, a distance of 
about two hundred miles, affording immense advantages and facili- 
ties to that section of the State, as well as the adjoining portions of; 
Alabama ; and as I am informed with much profit to the company,” 
the- business being even more than the road can well perform, with 
the limited available means of the company for running it; and 
continuing at the same time its construction. The iron rails were 
laid, and the cars run through to Macon, the 4th of July last.— 
Since that time, the track-laying has not progressed tô a station 
beyond that point, the company not being able as yet to make & 
further negotiation of their bonds to purchase the iron rails for that 
purpose. ‘ 

A section of nineteen miles of the road bed, of this road, in 
Kentucky, from Columbus on the Mississippi river, to the Tennes- 
see line, is completed; and the iron rails, will soon’ be laid upon 
that portion of it. The grading of the road through ‘Tennessee is 
nearly completed ; and a large part of the road bed finished, and” 
in readiness for the laying of the iron rails, for the. purchase of 
whieh to be laid in that State, Tennessee issues her bondsto be 
delivered to the company, at the rate of ten thousand dollars per 
mile, for ev ery ten miles of the road bed made ready for the recep. 
tion of the iron rails. 

The road only lingers in our own State. The link from Macon 
to the Tennessee line, is'stillto be completed, and' is delayed for

the want of means. 'The recommendation contained in my last 
annual message, to give to'this road as well asto the others there- 
in mentioned, material aid by an increase of the revenue, affording 
direct appropriations for that purpose are still before you, and res- 
pectfully urged upon your favorable consideration. 

At your last session, an act was passed, entitled “an act to pro- 
vide for the payment of interest on the Chickasaw school fund, and 
for other purposes," by which it was made the duty of the Auditor 
of Public Accounts to loan an amount equal to all moneys then in 
the Treasury, arising from the sale orlease of the Chickasaw 
school lands, or which might thereafter come into the Treasury, 
from the sale or lease of these lands, to the extent of the sum of 
four hundred thousand dollars, in equal amount to the Mississippi 
and Tennessee-—the Central—the Mobile and Ohio, and the New 
Orleans, Jacksou and Great Northern Railroad Companies, on the 
conditions in said act stated, one of which was, that in addition to 
the amount of the first mortgage bonds, or first mortgage income 
bonds, to be taken by the Auditor, from each of these companies, 
equal in amount to the sum loaned to each, and secured on all the 
property and effects of each of said companies, he was to take 
alsoan amount of the scrip or certificates of the capital stock of 
each of said companies in four times the amount thus loaned, which 
certificates were to be issued to the State of Mississippi, and with 
the mortgage bonds, deposited as collateral security for the loan, in 
the State Treasury. 

It was further provided by this act, that if either of these cotn- 
panies failed or refused, for the space of sixty days after the pas- 
sage of this act, to apply for its share of this loan, upon the terms 
and conditions stipulated, the Auditor should divide and loan the 
share so refused, in equal parts, among the other companies com- 
plying with its provisions.  - 

The Mobile and Ohio, and the New Orleans, Jackson and 
Great Northern Railroad Companies, failed to obtain the benefits 
of this loan, because they were not authorized by their charters to 
issue their certificates of capital stock as security for a loan of 
money, and could not, therefore, comply with this condition of the 
. act, "Their shares, respectively, therefore, fell to the other two 
roads—the Mississippi and Tennessee, and the Central Road— 
whose companies did comply with the act. They have now a 
vested right in these shares, which cannot be taken away, unless 
by a forfeiture on their part of conditions of the act, which would 
deprive them equally or alike of any portion of this loan, which is 
not anticipated. 

It was not the intention of the, Legislature, in making this loan 
to these several companies, to defeat either ofthem in obtaining it, 
by imposing conditions, with which they could not, by their char- 
ters, comply. The Mobile and Ohio Railroad Company. was. yery 
desirous i. obtain the benefits of this loan, but was defeated by.the 
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terms of the act itself. I therefore recommend, in justice to that 
company, that an additional sum of two hundred thousand: dollars. 
a sum equal to that received by either of the other companies com- 
plying with the provisions of the'act—be loaned to the Mobile 
and Ohio Railroad Company, in accordance with the provisions of 
said act, omitting simply the requirement of their issuing, or de- 
positing in the State Treasury, their scrip or certificates of capital 
stock, as collateral security for said loan. 

'The New Orleans, Jackson and Great Northern Railroad Com. 
pany have made no application to oktain the benefits of this loan, 
and, it is understood, are not desirousto do so. This company has 
also declined to receive its share of scrip authorized to be issued'to 
it, under the above act, and to be located upon the Internal Im- 
provement lands. It has, however, continued to receive its pro. 
rata share of the money paid into thé treasury from the sale of 
these lands under the act of 1854, which disposed of-this fund to 
this and the Central Railroad Company. Application is now made 
by the Central Railroad Company, with the concurrence ef the 
New Orleans, Jackson and Great Northern Railroad Company, to 
transfer the entire interest of the New Orleans, Jáckson and Great 
Northern Railroad Company in the remaining unsold Internal Im- 
provement lands, under the act of 1854, to the Central Railroad 
Company. I recommend the transfer, as the Central Road, which 
requires aid, being completed to Canton, by the time the New 
Orleans Road reaches Jackson, and the through connection being 
made on both lines, the immense profits resulting to the New 
Orleans, Jackson and Great Northern Railroad Company on this 
part of it completed, from *PNew Orleans to Canton, will soon 
enable the company to extend it beyond Canton to Aberdeen—to 
the Northern boundary of the State, and on to its connection with 
other lines. | . 

This road has progressed within the last year about twenty 
miles in track laying, and the cars are now running successfully 
about twenty-five miles above Osyka. In April next the track 
will be completed, and the cars will run to Brookhaven, in Law- 
rence county, only fifty miles from Jackson. I am informed by 
Mr. James Robb, a director of the company, and charged with 
the negotiation of its securities, that he succeeded in Europe, dur- 
ing the past summer, in disposing of a sufficient amount of the 
bonds of the company to realize funds to complete the road, 
and put it in running operation to Jackson by the first of 
January, 1858. And if the contractors on the line will complete 
their work in time, the Capital of our State will be in railroad 
communication with New Orleans by that date. 

The line of this road from Jackson to Canton has been in suc- 
cessful running operation since June last, affording great facilities 
to the country, both in trade and travel, with handsome profits to 
the company. No immediate available means, however, are 
provided for ite extension beyond that point. 
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The Central Road, which is.a continuation of the New Orleans, 
Jackson and Great Northern, north, has progressed within the 
past year some twenty miles, and is in successful and profitable 
running operation from thirty-five to forty miles .south, frum the 
Memphis and Charleston Road, with which it connects a few miles 
above the Tennessee line. Track laying on this read is pro- 
gressing above Canton, and the assets of the company are suffi- 
cient ultimately to secure its completion, . But its progress is de: 
layed for the want of immediate available means, and the difficulty 
in the present state of the money market, in negotiating the bonds 
of the company at reasonable and just rates to the stockholders. 
This road, in connection with the New Orleans, Jackson and 
Great Northern, forms a main trunk line through the center and 
heart of our.State, and is a link in the great chain which, passing 
through the-capital of Mississippi, when completed, will connect 
New Orleans with the mouth of the Ohio and the heart of the 
great West. 

The Mississippi and Tenessee Road from Grenada to Memphis, 
is now in successful and profitable running operation to Como, in 
Panola county, a distance of about fifty miles, is rapidly progress- 
ing, and in twelve months more will be completed to Grenada ; 
the ability of the company being undoubted for that purpose, and 
even having it in contemplation, after crosssing the Tallahatchie 
river, to run a diverging line down the valley of that and the Yazoo 
river, to connect again with the Central road at Canton. . 

The Southern road, under the recent purchase of the Vicksburg 
and Jackson road, combining both roads in one, promises speedy 
progress to the Alabama line, and when completed, will be found to 
be to the interests of our own State, one of the most important of 
all our improvements, and a profitable investment to the stock- 
holders. | This being also a link in the greatchain passing through 
the capital of Mississippi, which is ultimately to connect the At- 
lantic with the Pacific, on the parallel of thirty-two degrees. I 
commend all these works to the most favorable attention of the 
Legislature, and ask for all and each of them all the aid which the 
State has it in her power to give. . 

The Annual Report of the Auditor of Public Accounts for the

In making this estimate of expendhures for 1857, the Auditor 
remarks that he has not“ included the probable cost of printing and 
publishing the new code, or any thing on account of appro- 
priations.” .

The law requiring the Annual Reports of the Auditor and’ 
Treasurer to be made to the Governor, makes it his duty to have 
them published only in the newspapers. As they show the condi- 
tion of the finances of the State, and the Report of the Audito. 
especially, contains much valuable and interesting matter, 
I herewith transmit them with accompanying statements, that the 
Legislature may in their discretion, order such additional publica- 
tion of them, as they may deem necessary’ for their own use, 
and the information of the public. A partial increase of the 
revenue will be required to be made at your present session, 
` to meet the increasing annual expenditures, and especially the ex- 
penses incurred in the adoption and publication of the new code. 

I herewith transmit to the Legislature the annual Report, to 
the Governor, of the Inspectors of the Penitentiary, embracing the 
Reports to the Inspectors of the Superintendent, Physician and 
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Chaplain, with the annual account current of the Institution for the 
fiscal year ending November 30, 1856. 

> The report shows that the number of Convicts in the Penitenti- 
ary at that date was ninety-five, an increase during the year of 
thirteen. The health and moral condition of the convicts is- set 
forth in the reports of the Physician and Chaplain. | 

. The covering the prison portion ofthe buildings with tin, and re- 
pairing the house of the Superintendent, * which was in a breaking 
condition, and rapidly giving way,” cost together about $1,200. 
This, with the expense connected with boring the Artesian Well, 
the Inspectors say, curtails considerably the amount of cash on 
hand, which atthe close of the fiscal year was $13,647 35—less 
$623 14, the amount of two protested drafis taken as cash, one of 


which, for one half of this amount, will probably never be realized. , 


To prevent losses of this kind in future, which cannot be pre- 
vented while the business of the Penitentiary is, in part, done by 
agents at a distance, the Report recommends the establishment of 
a single agency at Jackson, the agent to give bond, to be approved 
by the Governor and Inspectors, in a sum sufficient to cover any 
:amount that may come into his hands—the goods to be sold at prie 

ces regulated by the Inspectors—monthly settlements to be made 
- with them, and the balance, after paying the drafts of the Superin- 
tendent for the current monthly expenses, to be paid into the State 
Treasury. 

Appropriations are asked for the increase of the machinery—for 
additional looms, and for the extension of the cotton mill twenty-five 
feet at the East end, which, it is represented, would produce much. 
more with comparatively little expense, it being important that the 
factory should be extended, to give employment to the increased 
number of hands, which it is difficult at present to employ profita- 
bly, for the want of machinery, and room for its use. 

Appropriations are alsoasked for the repair of the front building, 
which the Superintendent says, “demands immediate attention,” 
the front and rear walls having both settled off from the building, 
causing the side walls to crack, and if not speedily repaired, it is 
feared will fall down. i 

. Also, for the construction, in connection with this building, of a 
small, airy Hospital, it being impossible for the convicts who are 
sick, to do well in their cells ; and to prevent their escape during 
convalescence, when in severe forms of disease they are removed 
to the front building. ‘ 

No estimates for these purposes are submitted in the Report, but 
the Superintendent and Inspectors will doubtless suggest to the 
Legislature the amount required. 

The expense of boring the Artesian Well in the yard ofthe Pen- 
itentiary, will in future be much diminished. It will be confined 
principally to the purchase of the materials used for the boring and 
tubing, the convicts engaged in the work being sufficiently skilled 
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to prosecute it successfully, without employing a workman to con: 
duct it. I herewith transmit a statement on this subjéct, madé:_at 
my request, by Dr. L. Harper, late State Geologist, containing a 
diagram showing the different strata through which the boring had 
at that time passed, (17th Dec. last,) then about 330 feet. It has 
now reached to near 400 feet. Also, estimating the probable 
depth at which an abundant supply of water may be’ obtained, and 
the probable expenses ofthe work. 

The report of the Inspectors concludes with the regret that the 
Legislature at its last session should have réduced the salaries of 
the clerk and physician of the Penitentiary to a sum inadequate to 
the duties they are required to perform, and below the price which 
living and labor at present justify. And by their endorsement of 
the excellent management of the prison, by the present Superin- 
tendent. I respectfully recommend the various suggestions con- 
tained in the report to your favorable consideration. 

No report has been made to me by the Trustees of the Lunatic 
Asylum. o 

Dr. Langley. the Medical Superintendent of the Institution, in- 
forms me that the appropriation of $16,000 at your last session, to 
repair the building and gas.fixtures destroyed by fire, has been 
sufficient for that purpose, besides furnishing an additional story to 
the building, amply sufficient for all the purposes ofservant's rooms, 
for which purpose a separate house was provided to be built, under 
the act of 12th March, at your last session, appropriating $23,000 
for buildings, salaries of officers, and all incidental expenses of the’ 
Asylum for the year 1856. This last sum, he also informs me, has 
been sufficient for all the purposes to which it was to be applied, 
except the building ofthe Cottage for the Engineer, and the pay- 
ment of a debt of about $2,000 outstanding against the Asylum for 
some years past. 

The last section of the act of March 1, 1854, “for the appoint- 
ment of the necessary officers to take charge of the State Lunatic 
Asylum, and for other purposes,” provides for an annual appropri- 
ation of $10,000, to be drawn quarterly by requisition of the Gov. 
ernor on application of the Trustees for the'expenses of the In. 
stitution, including salaries and all incidental expenses. This sec. 
tion of this act was not repealed by the act of 12th March, 1856, 
above referred to, but the appropriation was not drawn under it for 
the last year, because both acts provided for the salaries of officers 
and incidental expenses of the Institution, and the act of 12th 
March, 1856, was to provide, among other things, specifically for 
these purposes for that year. This act having now expired, the aot 
of March 1, 1854, is still in force; making the annual appropria- 
tion of 10,000 for the quarterly expenses of the Asylum, and in 
addition tó this sum, it is estimated by the Medical Superintendent, 
that an appropriation of $15,000 will be sufficient for all the pur- 
poses of the Asylum for the year 1857, including the Cottage build- 
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The report of the Medical Superintendent, and Board of Trus- 
tees of the Asylum, will be submitted to the Legislature as an.ac- 
companying document of the message, as soon as it is recéived. 
As will also-the report ofthe State Librarian, upon which no com- 
ment is necessary. EN 

I herewith transmit the report of the Trustees of the Institute 
for the Blind. 

This Institution, when it was taken charge of by the present 
Board, in March last, owing to the want of necessary appropria- 
tions to sustain it for the previous year, was in a languishing, an 
almost abandoned condition, The Rev. P. Lane, under whose 
auspices it may be said to have had its origin, and under whose 
management as Instructor, it for a time flourished, was compelled 
to abandon it, because the means were not provided to sustain the 
school, and his own compensation not sufficient to support himself 
and family. The Institution was left with only five bona fide pu- 
pils, and an incompetent Instructor. Under the appropriation at 
your last session, the present Trustees were again able to secure 
the invaluable services of Mr. Lane, who has brought the school 
up to a state of greater prosperity than it had ever reached before. 
There are now eighteen pupils, and all the departments, educational, 

' musical and mechanical, are in successful operation, all being under 
the control of Mr. Lane, except the musical department, which is ` 
under the direction of the accomplished musician, Mr. A. E. Black” 
mar. 

The Institution suffered seriously by two several fires in the’ 
Spring of last year, destroying one ofthe buildings entirely, and but 
for the timely aid of the Jackson Fire Companies, the entire prop- 
erty would have been destroyed. A building has been erected to ` 
supply the place ofthe one destroyed, at a cost of $800, which the 
"Trustees were compelled to pay for out of the $2,000 appropriated 
at your last session, to establish the müsical and mechanical de- 
partments. An appropriation is asked to reimburse this sum. And 
in the present prosperous condition of the Institution, with the pros- 
pect of a continually increasing number of pupils, it is estimated by 
the Trustees that an annual approprialion of $6,500, will be requir- 
ed to place the Institution on a successful and permanent basis. I 
recommend thai the appropriation be made. NC 

The report of the Trustees of the Institute for the Deaf and. 
Dumb, exhibits that institution under highly successful mariage- 
ment,.and in a very prosperous condition, under the valuable super- 
intendence of the Rev. Mr. Pomroy, and his excellent lady, as 
Matron, with Prof. E. N. Bowes, as assistant teacher. There 
were fifteen pupils at the cluse of the last year, —others have since 
come in, and the probability is that the number will be doubled 
during the present year, if the institution is properly sustained by 
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the State. The exhibit of receipts and disbursements by the pre- 
sent Board of Trustees, for the past year, shows a balance oh 
hand, the. 1st of January, 1857, of only $406 .47.100— bafély ' 
sufficient to sustain the institution to the close of the present 
month. “The annual appropriation to this institute, is ohly $2,000. 
The Legislature, at its last session, refused to increase the amount. 
The school had been disbanded, on account of the epidemic the 
fall previous, and had not at that time been resumed, for the want 
of a teacher. Its condition is now entirely changed, sind its pre- 
sent success -commends it to your most favorable consideration. 
The estimated expenditures, by the Doard, for the present year, 
for the support'of twenty-five or thirty pupils, including the present 
annual appropriation of $2,000, is $7,000, or an additional ap- 
propriation of $5,000. 

The Trustees have now a proposition from Judge William Yer- 
ger, to exchange the buildings and lot of àbout two acres, upon 
which the institute is now situated, in the City of Jackson, for 
the buildings and lot of seventy or eighty acres, known as the 
St. Andrew's College property, situated about one and a half 
miles West of Jackson, by paying a difference of $2,500. Should 
this be done, the Board have estimated that an additional sum of 
$2,500 will be required for repairing and furnishing the buildings, 
fencing the grounds, and for farming and other necessary uten- 
sils. ‘The exchange is a very desirable one, and should it be 
authorized by the Legislature, and appropriations be made for 
that purpose, the lot and buildings of the Institute for the Blind, 
might be sold for a sum more than sufficient to cover the amount, 
and this institution also be transferred to the country, the buildings, 
with slight additions, and grounds, being sufficient for both 
schools. The advantages of this arrangement would be, that the 
pupils would have better opportunities for healthful exercise, and 
useful out.door employment. "They would be removed from the 
ordinary diseases and occasional epidemics, incident to the city, 
and the institutes would have a guarantee of successful and per- 
manent existence. These institutions are all under good man- 
agement—are noble monuments,—not of the charitable impulses, 
but of the ever flowing stream cf benevolence, gushing from the 
hearts of our people, sympathising with these afflicted children 
of the State. I recommend that they be fully sustained. The 
exhibits and estimates of the Trustees are submitted, with their 
several reports. 

To provide a fund, for aiding the State, in the support of these 
institutions, several intelligent and responsible gentlemen of Madi- 
son county, have proposed a scheme of Lottery, to be chartered 
by the Legislature, to raise the sum of $120,000, by appropriat- 
ing 10 per cent. of the sales of tickets, or perhaps a larger 
amount, until the sum of $120 000 shall be raised, $50,000 for 
the Lunatic Asylum, and $60,000 to be equally divided between 
the institutions, for the Deaf and Dumb, and the Blind. < 
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Owing to the increasing number of patients in the Asylum, and 
the: increasing number of pupils in the two institutes, the annual 
expense of supporting these institutions, if properly sustained, will 
in a'year or two more, be $40,000. I therefore recommend to the 
Legislature, the propriety of considering -this suggestion. It is 
estimated that about $200,000 is sent out of this State, annu- 
ally, to be invested in lotteries in other States, and in Havana. 

X. I transmit, herewith; a brief and interesting communication, 

addressed to me ‘by Mr. Thos. Green, foreman of Jackson Fire 

- Company, No. 1, in the City of Jackson, relating to the interests 
of the State, in the preservation of the public property from fire, 
and recommend tothe Legislature to make such annual appropria- 
tions to the Jackson Fire companies, as they shall consider the ` 
value of their services, or the value of the security which their 
proteetion gives'to the public buildings and property of the State. 

A Company has been formed, and will ask for a charter from 
the Legislature, for the purpose of lighting the City of Jackson 
with Gas, to be manufactured by an improved process, from rosin 
oil. The machinery and fixtures, I am informed, are now all pro- 
cured, and the company expect to have gas made ready for lighting 
the city in three or four weeks from this time. Tt is proposed to 
light up all the public buildings with gas, and to aid the company 
in carrying out that design, they wish the State to take $5,000 in 
the capital stock of the'company. I am further informed by Col. 
W. T. Withers, the President of the company, that about $15,000 
in stock, has been taken by the citizens and corporation of Jack- _ 
son; and that $5,000 more is required, to enable them to extend 
their pipes and fixtures to the public buildings. Should the State 
take this amount-in stock, it is believed that the dividends will 
more than pay for lighting all the buildings belonging to the State 
in Jackson—the Capital—the Mansion—the Penitentiary—the . 
Institutes for the Deaf and Dumb, and Blind, and even the Luna- 
tic Asylum, should the pipes be extended there, which now sup- 
ports a separate gasometer, at heavy expense, and some risk of 
fire, for its own use. Itis believed also, that this will be the most 
convenient and economical, as well as much the safest light that 
can be made. I recommend this subject to your favorable const- 
deration. l l 

The labors of the two Houses in the adoption of the Code, 
being not yet concluded, but drawing to a close, I have thought it 
proper at this time, to lay before you, the subjects embraced in 
this message, confining myself to those which require legislation 

.at the present session. To ask for them, your respectful consi- 
deration, and to express the hope that the results of all your legis- 
lation, may redound to the best interests of the State...

Wnmnznzas, For the preservation of the constitutional union of 
our States, and the msintenance and protection of the rights of the 
citizens thereof, it is necessary to preserve an equilibrium cf the 
rights and infuences among the different parts of the same; but, 
whereas, by the increase of territory and population, and the con- 
sequent augmentation of States, and their representation in Con. 
gress, that equilibrium ef the different sections of the confederacy 
bas gradually been impaired, to the evident detriment of thé South- 
ern States, and their domestic institutions: And, whereas, the 
present commercial power of the Government is operating insidi. 
ously, for the destruction of the rights of the South, by concentrat- 
ing capital at the North, and thereby controlling the commerce of 
the South: And, whereas, to avoid slow, but ultimate annihilation, 
it is the imperative duty of the Southern States, to seek a restora- | 
tion of that impaired, if not lost, equilibrium, by all the agencies. 
within the purview of the constitution of the United States, as also 
by all the means within the range of State sovereignty; first, by 
uniting firmly to resist any abuse of the delegated powers of the 
federal constitution, come whence it may, and through their Stato 
Legislatures, to devise and adopt such measures as are suitable to 
develope all the resources of the South, agricultural and mineral, 
manufacturing and commercial, and to organize and train a militia 
worthy of the chivalry of the South, and by an energetic system of 
eommon schools, diffuse intelligence among the people of al! con- 
ditions, and to accomplish the not difficult, but inviting change of 
eommercial and political power, let the hitherto political divisious 
in the South, be forgotten, and their united energies be directed to 
the attainment of that superiority to which their geographieal posi- 
tion entitles them. 

Be it Resolved by the Legislature of the State of Mississippi : 

Ist. ‘That in the opinion of those who now constitute the said 
Legislature, it is of paramount importance for the Southern States 
to effect a more intimate jntercourse with our sister states of the 
Great West, by facilitating the means of travel and transportation, 
and by a more direct exchange of the products of each ; and it is 
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of especial interest to Mississippi, as it gives impulse to-the idea ot. 
improving our Gulf coast, by accelerating the completion of the : 
present system of railroads, including the two converging te some 
point near Ship Esland, and connectipg with the Mobile and Ohio 
railroad, and the New Orleans, Jackson and Great Northern rail.

To the House of Representatives : 

GENTLEMEN.: In considering “An act to amend the constitution 
of the State of Mississippi in relation to the term of office of mem- 
bers c^ the Legislature," I have deemed it proper, in justice to 
myself, with entire respect for the Legislature, to present my views 
in connection with its approval. ` 

This act is intended to remedy the difficulties growing out of 
the Tenure of Office: and Election amendments, inserted in the 
constitution at your last session, so far only as the Legislature is 
concerned, to which I had the honor of calling the attention of 
the Legislature at your present session, in a message the 3d of 
January last. i 

The late hour at which the bill came into my hands this evening, 
prevents me from giving my opinions as fully as I would desire to 
do on this subject. They are briefly as follows: 

Ist. The act does not determine what members of the Legisla- 
ture—whether the present ones or those to be elected at the 
general election in October next—are to hold the regular session 
of the Legislature in November, 1857, unless it be by implication 
in the last clause of the first section, that the term of the present 
members is extended, and that they are to hold that session. , 

2d. It does not decide whether, if the present members are to 
hold the regular session in November, 1857, they would be com- 
petent to insert this amendment in the constitution, if it should be 
sanctioned by the people at the October election, and leaves in 
doubt the very power to accomplish what itself proposes, even it 
was sufficient to effect that object. 

3d. It submits to the peoplé, to be voted upon and sanctioned by 
them, an amendment of the constitution, which, if the present 
members of the Legislature are to hold the regular session in No- 
vember, 1857, leaves the members elected at the general election 
in October, 1857, simply to hold the office, without power them- 
selves ever to hold a session of the Legislature. 

The two amendments of the constitution under which the diffi- 
culties have arisen in reference to the members of the Legislature, 
the Governor, and the Judiciary, are now parts of that instrument, 
and the constitution must be construed as a whole, so as to make. 
it operative for carrying on the government harmoniously, and in 
accordance with the intention of the people in their sovereign 
capacity in adopting it. 

Jt is, then, a safe, and, perhaps, I should say, a right rule of 
construction, when clauses of the constitution relating to the same 
subject, come in conflict with each other, one of them producing 
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confusion, ahd rendering the government inoperative harmoniously, 
in ‘accordance with the design of the framers of the constitution, 
that that clause should be considered ihoperative ànd void, and that 
the other clauses giving harmonious action to the government, in 
accordance with the intention of the framers-of the constitution, 
should be operative as the governing clauses. ae 
Section 5, of Article 3, Legislative Department of the Constitu- 
tion, says: SER ` 
' “The members ofthe House of Representatives shall be chosen 
by the qualified electors, &nd shall serve for the term of two years, 


* 


ron the day of the commencement of the general election, and no 
ohger.” 2 
The Election amendment, now. a part of the constitution, 
provides that members, of the Legislature shall be elected 
the first Monday in October, 1857, and biennially there- 
after;” and that “the Legislature shall convene on the first 
Monday of November, 1857, and bienially thereafter ;" but it does 
nol, in positive words, fix the commencement of the term of mem- 
bers go elected. It was certainly, however, the intention of the 
Legislature, in adopting this amendment; and of the people in 
giving to it their sanction, that the members thus elected in October 
should hold the regular session of the Legislature in November 
following. a ` 
' Taking these two clauses of the constitution together, and hold- 
ing the clause of the Election amendment, under which it is held 
that the ferm of the present members of the House of Representa- 
tives and Senators, whose terms expire at the general election in 
1857, is extended to the first Monday in January, 1858, thereby 
producing an unharmonious conflict, to be on that account inopera- 
tive and void, and all difficulty as to the Legislature is removed. 
The term of the present members and senators, as above, will ex. 
pire the first Monday in ‘November, 1857. The terms of the 
members elected the first Monday in October will commence on 
that day, and expire two years from that date. They will hold 
the regular session of the Legislature commencing the first Monday 
in November, 1857, and all difficulty will be removed. Otherwise. 
éven with the amendment now proposed, if adopted and sanctioned 
by the people, the members elected in October, 1557, will never 
have themselves the power to get into regular session, and will 
present the singular spectacle of men holding office without the 
power on their part ever to exercise it, and with the full knowledge 
of the fact by themselves and the people at the time of their 
election. . l 
"It may be well also to note the further fact, that the tenure of 
office amendment, extends the terms of all officers, Legislative, 
&c., “whose terms expire at the general election to be held in 
1857," to the first Monday in January, 1858; and that the election 
amendment fixes the general election to be held in 1857, on the 
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first Monday in October, 1857. And the opinion may be enter- 
tained that the terms of the. present members of the Legislature 
are not extended, as their terms of office do not expire at the gen- 
eral election to be held in October, 1857, but they expire the first: 
Monday in November following, two years.from the date of their 
election. “ 

Construing the election amendment, providing for the election on 
the first Monday of October, 1857, of all State officers, &c., “ex- 
cept for officers and Senators entitled to hold over after November, 
1857," to refer in this exception to officers holding over after 
November, 1857, until'a succeeding general election, so as to 
include the office of Governor, I have approved the *Act in relation 
to certain public officers," which provides for the election of 
Governor at the general election in October, 1957, and for the 
commencement of his term the third Monday of November fol- 
lowing. 

Construing this article of the constitution, also, in reference fo 
the election of judicial officers on the first Monday in October, 
1858, and biennially thereafter, to refer to the election of judges, 
whose terms of office expire at that time, and to the election of 
others whose terms expire at subsequent biennial elections, I gave 
my approvalto the “act regulating elections," aud providing for 
judicial elections in this way. - - 

Upon these two doubtful points, I trust that no difficulties or em- 
barrassments will arise inthe future. Should the construction of 
the Constitution which I have here given, in reference to the terms 
of the members of the Legislature prevail, even without the pres- 
ent proposed amendment of the Constitution, all difficulties in their 
case, would be removed. If not. even with this amendment, the 
difficulties, in my judgment, will not be effectually reached. . 

My own opinion is, that the only effectual way of curing all 
these difficulties, so as without doubt to free the State from embar- 
rassment, in reference to any of them, would be by a convention 
of the people to revise the constitution. But being reluctant to in- 
terpose the executive vetoto an act passed by two thirds of both 
branches of your body, submitting to the people an amendment of 
the constitution, which it is supposed by some, will to some extent, 
remedy the evil it is designed to reach, and it being now the expi- 
ring hour of your session, I have given to the bill my approval.
